p o rt in the.case to the Elections Com m ittee. 
O t course such a motion will be Inst, and the 
Dem ocrats can then resum e their filibuster­ 
ing. 
The Republican leaders say they are 
only anxious to lay all the facts in the case 
before tbe country to j ’ldge as to w-hich party 
is right. There was a conference of Republican 
members of tbs Com m ittee on R ules from 
10 o’clock lis t night to 1 o’clock this m orn­ 
ing, at which the propriety of am ending the 
rules to prevent the D em ocrats filibustering 
was discussed. 
W hat conclusion w is reached 
is not known, but the draft of the proposed 
am endm ent to the rules was seen on the 
Speaker’s desk to-day, providing th at pend­ 
ing a mo*ion of consideration on any question 
of legislation involving a m atter of high priv­ 
ilege, the Speaker may entertain one motion 
to aOj .uro, and no other m otion calculated to 
delay action shall be entertained prior to the 
disposition of toe per-ding question.

we consider th e use of m ilk in iofancy, th e 
physiological ingestion, th a t is, of it, we 
iiod th a t th e su ck in g babe im bibes little 
by little th e n atu ral food provided for it. 
Each sm all m outhful is secured by effort, 
and slow ly presented to th e g astric m ucous 
surface for the prim al digestive stages. 
I t 
is th u s reg u larly and g rad u ally red u ced to 
curd, and th e stom ach is n o t oppressed 
w ith a lum p of half coagulated m ilk. T h e 
sam e principle should be regarded in th e 
case of th e ad u lt. 
M ilk should be slow ly 
taken in m outhfuls, a t sh o rt in terv als, and 
th u s it is rigidly d ealt w ith by th e g astric 
juice. 
It m ilk should be tak en a fter o th e r 
tood it is alm ost su re to burd en th e 
stom ach, and 
to cause discom fort and 
prolonged 
indigestion, 
and 
th is 
for

obvious reason th a t 
th e re 
is 
in ­ 
sufficient digestive agency to dispose of it. 
A nd th e b e tte r th e q u a lity of m ilk th e 
m ore sev ere th e discom fort w ill be u nder

farinaceous food as rice, tapioca and sago. 
D istaste for these is engendered very often, 
1 believe, because th e m ilk is s tin te d in 
m aking them , or poor, skim m ed m ilk ia 
uaed.

T H E 
HOUSEHOLD. 


The prevailing winds of the great inland 
or interior basin of California are from the 
north and the south. It is very reldoin a wind 
blows from the Sierras in a westerly direc­ 
tion across the valleys. 
W hen this does oc­ 
cur it is almost always at a tim e when a 
storm has pas* d over the valleys from west 
to ea?t in the u p p er cu rren ts of air, end u p on 
reaching the S ierra ran ge is o b stru cte d in its 
eastward m o v e m e n t an d rolled b ck upon the 
▼alleys, b r in g in g sometimes wind an d rain, 
but more fr e q u e n tly wind only. 
These east­ 
ern winds are ther fore of short duration and 
come iu spurts rather than in steady air pres­ 
sure?. 
The west wind--, like those from the 
east, are temporary and fickle, seldom con­ 
tinuing abov? a few hours at any one time, 
and aeliom recurring except at the close of a 
storm, and then in the spring of the year or 
at th ec l.se of a tainy season. 
Neither the 
east nor we*t winds can be said to be prevail­ 
ing winds, and neither often rise above a 
temporary local 
breeze. 
Storms do 
not 
originate with the east or west wind, and 
during the continuance of a prevailing rain­ 
storm from the south, or a prevailing wind­ 
storm from the north, a veering of the wind 
to 
the 
east or 
west is considered 
an 
indication of a break and a probable weak­ 
ening of the storm. 
Indeed, from the nature 
or form of the great California valley, or 
basin, we cannot have prevailing or sustained 
east or west winds across Ihe country. 
The 
distance from one chain of mountains to the 
other, between which this valley lifs, and the 
unbroken nature of both chains of mountains, 
are perpetual obstacles to such winds. 
From 
the natural formation of the c untry it fol­ 
lows that our strong and prevailing winds 
m ust come from the north or the south. 
From this satne formation i: also follows that 
we cannot have those tremendous and de 
^tractive hurricanes or tornadoes that are of 
so frequent occurrence on the east of the 
Rocky mountain!*. 
Tne ocean which borders 
our coast has no disturbing cause like that of 
the gulf stream to the Atlantic ocean, and 
bence the Pacific is comparatively free from 
those terrible tea storms or gslrs that occur 
ao frequently on the A tlantic. 
Then, as 
before intimated, the unbroken Coast Range 
stands a perj»etual bariier to protect th% 
valley from the tff-.cta of a storm outside 
on the ocean, should one occur. 
W e are in­ 
debted to the peculiar formation < f our coast 
and the high ranges of mountains on either 
Bile of us for the absence not only of torna­ 
does but equally also for the ab.-euce of those 
terrific thunder, storms that frequent the 
A : Untie ?lupe and the great M ississippi val­ 
ley country. 
Our superior climate, with it*» 
many advantages to agriculture, comes from 
the peculiar f rmation of our mountain sur­ 
roundings. 
The narrowness of our iulaud 
basin, or valley, from east to west, as compared 
to its length from north to south, also de­ 
termines the direction of our prevailing winds, 
and creates a constant contention or strife 
between the n rth and south wind for the 
mastery. 
Between the north and south wind 
in the Calif- rnia basin, or over the whole 
c untry embraced between the coast and 
Sierra ranges and the northern and southern 
State line», there if, so to speak, an “ irre­ 
pressible conil ct ”—a constant strife for the 
ascendency. 
The south wind, whether in 
winter or summer, whether it comes with the 
gentle summer breezes or with the force and 
power of a winter’s ?t r:n, always brings 
with it a welcome ^ift to all animate and in­ 
animate nature. 
To man it brings health 
and vigor of miod ai d b >dy, and to all lower 
animals it is especially welcome and appar­ 
ently naticfactory. 
To all vegetation it is the 
essence of life and 
health and vigorous 
growth. 
A t seed time it hastens germina­ 
tion and nurses the tender plant and helps it 
put forth its greatest strength and most lux­ 
urious growth. 
It sustains it through all the 
stages of advancement and stands by it in 
the season of its maturity. It promises every 
tree and vine and plai t the ability to perfect 
itself and to bring forth seed after its kind, 
in the greatest abundance and of the be?t 
quality. It is the especial joy of the husband­ 
man, for it fills bis cellars with the finest 
fru.ús and wines, and his granaries with the 
best wheat and corn. Indeed the south wind, 
to all California, means plenty and prosper­ 
ity.

life, the other is death ; and, l'ke life and 
death, they are in constant c- r flict. 
Like 
tw o great opposing armies the nurth and 
south 
wind 
stand 
in 
constant 
opposi­ 
tion 
to 
each 
other. 
The 
8»uth 
wind 
is 
the 
army 
of 
protection, 
while the north wind is the army of invasion. 
The one sustains and protects every industry 
of the country, while the other is a constant 
menace to all the industries. 
In the wuke of 
the south wind all nature smiles with j >y and 
hope, while the north wind leaves in its track 
the cries of sorrow and despair. 
Yesterday 
the whole State waa in lamentation over the 
devastations of the north wind brought upon 
the country daring a season of victorious ad­ 
vances. To-day t ‘.e same country is rejoicing 
ever the successes the south wind is gaining 
over the natural adversary. 
Last week the 
reports of ruined crops tilled the air from 
Siskiyou to San Diego. 
This week reports 
cf a rejuvenated nature are equally prevalent. 
Thus do prospecta vary and hopes rise and 
fall with the varying successes of the opposing 
fore9» of the north and south winds in Cali­ 
fornia.

T h e D a ir y I n t e r e s t s B r ig h t 
For some years there has been a tendency 
to reduce prices of dairy products below a 
paying point, and dairymen have felt a de­ 
gree of anxiety about a sustained market for 
their products. 
This year, however, prices 
have been maintained more firmly and dairy­ 
men are in better hopes. 
In analyzing the 
causes of the improvement we are iuclined to 
the opinion that the change for the better 
has not been brought about by a falling 
off of production, but that on the contrary 
there has been a greater production this year 
than in years past. 
The markets, however, 
for these products have been extending and 
increasing with the extension of lints of 
tiave), and the settlem ent of new countries 
aad tbo increased population in our own 
towns and cities. 
N o branch of agriculture 
in California has a better prospect before it 
to-day than that of the dairy. 
The dairy 
business, however, lacks system in this State. 
W e waut more concentration of interests 
among professional dairymen. 
W e want 
creameries and cheese factories established in 
all the dairy seed ns. 
Ia this way expenses 
will be reduced, and products increased in 
quantity and improved in quality. 
These 
improvements are the only means by which 
we shall be enabled to compete with like in­ 
terests east of the 11 >eky Mountains, and by 
which we will be able to rittin the markets 
which we have opened u>>, and which natur­ 
ally belong to us. 
L et dairy m*n corne to­ 
gether ana consider these matters before it be 
¿00 late. 


A G ood A lfa lfa Y ea r. 
The present is one of the best years for the 
river farmers that has occurred for years. 
The water has not been so high in the rivers 
as to kill out the alfalfa in the meadows but 
bas been maintained at a point that gives 
constant moisture to the roots. 
The conse­ 
quence is that a most bountiful first-crop of 
hay has been made from these meadows. The 
hay is of the best quality, and has been gen­ 
erally secured with >ut injury from rains or 
dews and bleaching sun. 
The promise is 
also good for an equally heavy second crop, 
and the farmers expect to cut at least four 
heavy crops cf alfalfa hay this season from 
their meadows. 
Barley on the river boWer 
farms is also heavy and promises a good crop, 
while the season for vegetables and summer 
crops generally promises to be of the best. 


S u lp h u r the G ra p es 
If not already done, every owner of a grape­ 
vine or of a vineyard should not allow any­ 
thing to delay putting sulphur on his vine?. 
W ithout sulphur there is no certainty of a 
crop of good grapes, while with sulphur there 
Is but little danger of failure of a good crop.

S now F la r e.— Dissolve in one quart of

O y s t e r O m e l e t t e — W hisk six eggs to 
a stiff froth, then add by degrees a cup of 
cream or m ilk, beat them w ell together, 
season w ith pepper and salt to taste : have 
ready one dozen line oysters, cut them in 
half. 
Pour tne eggs into a pan of hot but­ 
ter, and drop the oysters over it as equally 
as possib le; fry a light brown and serve 
at once.

M a it r e d ’H o t e l B uttf. r — Four table­ 
spoonfuls of butter, one of vinegar, one of 
lemon ju ic e , half a teaspoonful of salt, one 
quarter of a teaspoonful of pepper, one 
•rea-poonful of chopped parsley. 
B e a t the 
butter to a cream, and gradually beat in 
the seasoning. 
This sauce is spread on 
fried and broiled m eats and fish instead of 
butter. 
It is particularly nice for fish and 
beefsteak. 


C r e a m o f B a r l e y S o u p .— A teacupful 
of barley w ell w a sh ed ; three pints of 
chicken stock ; an onion and a sm all piece 
of mace and cinnam on. 
Cook slow ly to­ 
gether five hours ; then rub through a 
seive, and add one and a half pints of boil­ 
ing cream or m ilk. 
If m ilk, add tw o table- 
spoonfula of butter. 
Salt and pepper to 
taste. 
The yolks of four eggs, beaten w ith 
four tableepoonfula of m ilk and cooked a 
m inute in the boiling m ilk or cream makes 
the soup very much richer. 


I m p e r ia l C a k e . —One pound of butter, 
one pound of powdered w hite sugar, one 
pound of tlour, ten eggs, one pound of 
raisins, 
one pound of 
aweet almonds, 
blanched and cut thin; one-half a pound cf 
citron, cut thin; one nutm eg, one glass of 
wine. 
Beat the butter and sugar together 
to a cream; beat the eggs thoroughly and 
add next, then the sifted tlour, sprinkle 
the fruit lightly w ith flour hi fore adding to 
the m ixture. 
It requires to be w ell baked. 
H alf the receipt makes a good sized loaf. 
This is one of the m ost delicious cakes ever 
made—perhaps the m ost delicious of all. 


W e l s h R a r e b i t . :Select the richeet and 
best American factory cheese, the milder it 
is the better, as the m elting brings out the 
strength. 
To make five rarebits, take one 
' pound of cheese, grate it ana put it in a 
tin or porcelain-lined sa u cep a D , add ale 
enough to thin the cheese sufficiently, say 
about a wineglass full to each rarebit; stir 
until all is m elted; have a slice of toast 
ready for each rarebit (c r u s ts trimm ed); put 
a slice on each plate and pour cheese enough 
over each piece to cover it. E at while hot. 


A p p l e 
M e r i n g u e 
P u d d in g . — Prepare 
eight large, tart apples as for sauce ; drop 
in w hile hot a piece of butter the size of a 
tu rkey’s e g g ; when cold add the well 
beaten yolks of four eggs, a cup and a half 
of cracker-crumbs, and sw eet m ilk, or bet­ 
ter still, cream, a pinch cf salt, nutm eg, 
and sugar to taste ; pour into a bakiüg 
dish lined w ith a nice crust and place in a 
hot oven. 
Have ready th e w hites of the 
fonr eggs, a cup of w hite sugar and a few 
drops of lemon extract beaten to a stiff 
froth ; when the pudding is done place the 
beaten whites on the top, place it back in 
the oven and brown lightly. 
B r io c h e s.—Take one pound of batter, 
chop it up in a pound of flour w ith a knife 
till the butter is the size of hickory nuts ; 
add the yolks of six eggs, a cup of good 
quick home-made yeaRt, or an equivalent 
arndtint of baker’s yeast, and tepid water 
enough to make a soft dough ; add lastly 
the w hites of the eggs beaten to a stiff 
froth. 
M ix the ingredients thoroughly, 
taking the paste and flinging it against the 
pastry board till it ceases to cling to the 
hand. 
Let it rise till light, then roll it out 
about one inch thick. 
C at oue long strip 
and line the sides of a circular tin dish 
w ith it, and arrange narrow strips of paste 
from side to side of the dish, to form a 
star on the top of the circle. 
If the star of 
paste inclines to sink in the center, put a 
cup in to hold it up. This is a bread which 
is served for breakfast, w ith chocolate or 
coffee. 
It is very delicious, though it is 
so rich there may be some doubt of its 
being wholesome. 


“ E vaporated 
A pple» .”— E vaporated 
apples is the name applied to a recent pro­ 
cess of drying and preserving. 
The fruit 
is “ cored ’’ and sliced into pieces one-six­ 
teenth of an inch in thickness ; it is then 
exposed to the fumes of burning sulphur, 
and subsequently to a dry, hot blast of air, 
by which it is reduced to about half its 
original w eight. 
The sulphur fumigation 
prevents the fruit from becom ing dark col­ 
ored ; it remains alm ost as w hite as when 
first c u t ; and, moreover, the sulphur pre­ 
vents ferm entation, while it ia no respect 
impairs the flavor. 
The fruit thus pre­ 
pared, when made into pies or sauce, has 
the ju icy freshness common to apples whi h 
have not been dried.—[Sanitarian.

A n t w e r p , M ay 6, 1882. 


A wailed city ! 
True, we had caught a 
glim pse of Flushing, as we sailed up the 


Scheldt river, but now that our ship lay 
at anchor it afforded us our first good 


square look at 
a strongly fortified city, 
consequently we wtra filled w ith feelings 


suitable for the occasion. 
The Gothic 
spire of the grand old cathedral, whose 
toppling hight, Professor Springer tells us, 


rather astonishes by its 
audacity than 
delights by its beauty, rose up before U9 


like an all-seeing eye, high above the red- 
tiled roofs ; while the numerous sm aller 


spires at regular intervals seemed ready to 
send along the alarm at the first signal of 
danger. 
H ow 
quiet 
and self-satisfied 


seemed th is city of Antwerp, resting so 


securely on the banka of the river, shelter­ 


ing its 173,000 inhabitants ; while the sur­ 
rounding and 
highly-cultivated 
country 


promised everlasting support. 
H ow un­ 
questionably the graceful spars of the ships 
of all nations, harbored in the protecting 
arms of 
its invulnerable 
stone docks, 
testified 
to 
th e 
enterprise 
and com ­ 
merce 
of 
th is 
royal 
country ! 
Richly-earned 
in 
this 
peace 
and 
prosperity ; for nobly she battled for h?r 
rights till the morning of Jane 4, 1831, 
heralded over the world that Belgium w as 
an independent European power. 
W e 
wondered if the ghostly spirit of the m ur­ 
derous A lva ever winged its flight over thi3 
now peaceful city and realized, too late, 
how utterly useless is tyranny when once 
a people are thoroughly aroused to a sense 
of their wrongs ; or if the souls of those 
torture-loving inquisitors ever writhed and 
groaned when they heard the execrations 
w ith w hich the history of their abominable 
deeds is related. 
But what of its people ; 
how have peace and prosperity effected 
them ? 
Du they live good and noble lives ? 
S till we mused, fearing to cross over the 
wall of partition lest we find human nature 
in that famous city of peace and plenty, 
th at home of painters, sculptors, carvers 
and engravers, ju st as weak, ju st as sinful, 
as in our ow n new and less favored land. 
H ow we love to linger over the m y stica l! 
how we dread to rend the veil which sep­ 
arates the known from the unknown, lest 
our hopes, illusions and chim erical struct­ 
ure totter, fall or vanish “ baseless as the 
fabric of a vision.”

CROSSING THE LINE OF PARTITION 


W e consulted the guide-book, which gave 
the following points of interest “ not to be 
overlooked 
M useum 
of 
Paintings, 


Bourse, Prison of the Inquisition, H otel de 
V ille, King’s 
Palace, Home of Rubens, 
Cathedral N otre Dame, Quentin M atsey’s 


w ell, m arket and churches, besides innum ­ 
erable other places. 
W e decided to visit 
first of all the M useum of Paintings, since 
“ all cultivated travelers ” did so. we are 
told. 
But I m ust notice a few of the in­ 
cidents and scenes by the w ay. 
It rained, 
of course, 
being in October, when the 
clouds of Belgium are ever ready to dis­ 
pense their favors. During the three weeks 
of our stay it never failed to rain three 
tim es a day, and once between m eals. 
On 
inquiring of a gentlem an w hat would be 
the effect of such an outpouring upon the 
crops, he replied, “ 0 , the extrem e heat of 
the summer and the incessant rains of the 
autum n have knocked the crop3 into a 
cocked h at.” 
Since it rained we donned 
our India rubber ulsters, and tooV: um brel­ 
las. W hy, anyone appearing on the streets 
of A ntw erp in autum n w ithout his um ­ 
brella w ould be set down for an escaped 
lunatic ! But, oh, those gossamers ! Never 
did any traveling menagerie or circus at­ 
tract more universal attention than they 
and their unfortunate wearers on that 
eventful day. 
W om en stood stock still, 
but not w ith that “ emotion when ex ­ 
pression pasjes into silence,” for they 
giggled, th ey mudged each other, they 
chatted ; men signaled to their neighbors, 
and in their outlandish Flem ish jargon, we 
now 
and 
theu distinguish 
the word 
“ Domino ! 
Domino !’ 
L ittle 
boys 
w histled and screamed ; some followed the 
“ show ,” others leaned up against houses 
and laughed till the tears rolled down their 
cheeks. 
On inquiring, from persons who 
had lived some years in Antwerp, the cause 
of this 
warm 
reception, 
we 
learned 
that the Belgians are exceedingly jealous 
of their national habits and custom s. 
Our 
rubber ulsters were som ething quite new 
and strange to them . 
The only garment 
they wear corresponding to it, in any way, 
is the black domino, worn at carnival 
tim e s; consequently to their 
eyes we 
represented a masquerading party, entirely 
out of season. 
W e then considered that a 
party of Belgians, suddenly appearing iu 
the streets of one of our cities, shod in 
great awkward wooden shoes, would per­ 
haps provoke quite as much m erriment and 
attract attention quite as universal. 


BELGIAN CUSTOMS. 
Men, wom en and children seem ed to 


wander up and down, cross and recross the 
irregular streets, in apparently the m ost 


aim less and disinterested manner. W om en 
and girls never w ithout knittiüg in hand 


and needles clicking in tim e to the clatter 


of their wooden shoes. 
Besides her k n it­ 
ting every woman carried on her arm a 
basket or reticule. 
This is made of tin 
and is about the size and shape of a sm all 
coal scuttle, w ith a flat tw o-inch handle 
across the top. 
It is painted some bright 
color, gaslight green being the favorite 
shade, w ith a big bunch of gayly colored 
flowers on the front. 
The sidew alks in the 
older part of the city are extrem ely nar­ 
row, some of them being only about tw o 
feet wide. 
In trying to engineer m yself 
safely past a very large woman, w ith a 
very large reticule, I was brought to a 
standstill. Upon close exam ination I found 
th at a m utual attachm ent existed between 
her reticule and some part of m y cloak. 
No serious damage was done, however, and 
I soon extricated the vicious article and 
pursued the even tenor of my w ay, fol­ 
low ed by a volley of French blessings, I 
suppose. 
B at what a variety of work the 
Belgian women do ! 
A stranger would al­ 
most conclude that the men only under­ 
take what the wom en and the lean, lim p, 
lank, hungry dogs cannct do. W omen ter.d 
the stores, peddle m ilk, dig, spin, make 
lace, attend to the housekeeping and rear 
the children. 
The working class of men 
were readily distinguished by a bine cot­ 
ton blouse, gathered in a yoke at the neck, 
and a black silk cap, such as Americans 
som etim es wear in traveling. 
I h e antedi­ 
luvian cloak worn by the Belgian women 
waa a large, long, loose circular cape made 
from cloth of the finest quality. 
This was 
also gathered into a yoke at the neck. 
Married 
women from the country 
ap­ 
peared in w hite cap*, w ith full gathered 
crowns and long ear flaps ; these were often 
surm ounted by a tall, square crowned bon­ 
net, trim m ed w ith gayly colored ribbons. 
One of these bonnets is said to serve a 
woman for a life tim e. 
Tw o young women 
dressed in this peculiar style, perched upon 
the seat of a tw o-w heeled cart, drawn by 
tw o rawboned dogs, presented a laughable 
picture to our inexperienced eyes. 


MSN AND 8H RINE3. 
The men on the streets were conspicuous 
for their rade manners, their utter lack of 
those little indescribable acts of politeness 
and gallantry seen in Am erica even among 
the low est classes. 
I noticed that in pass­ 
ing ladies they invariably chose the inside 
of the sidewalk. 
W here this was narrow, 
the ladies stepped out into the rain and 
wet of the street in order to make room for 


these lords of Belgium . 
They also stood 
in groups, rolling their abominable Flem ish 
tongues, and as the ladies circled around 
them , th ey sm iled com placently at the 
conscious favor th ey were even then con­ 
ferring. The frequent recurrence of shrines 
seemed strange to our American e y e s ; 
before Bome of these the light never dims, 
but burns constantly day and night. 
W e 
saw them on the corners of the buildings, 
in front of the buildings, in short, they 
were set up in every conctivablc nook. 
Then the im m ense draught horses claimed 
our attention, perfect monsters of strength. 
I doubt if even the Arabians can produce 
better specim ens. 
W henever one of these 
trem endous creatures, w ith its great aw k­ 
ward wagon, came thundering along, the 
track was quickly cleared ; for everybody 
seemed to know instinctively th at the 
driver m eant business ; and that neither 
life or lim b were sife if once in the path of 
his wag u and charger. 
It seem' d strange 
to see so many men and boys iu gay uni­ 
forms, Haunttring about the streets and 
public highways, looking as though they 
had nothing to do and were doing it well. 
It is true th ey are obliged to drill for a few 
hours every day, but the remainder is gen­ 
erally spent either in sauntering about, 
pulling the dearly-loved pipe, or in playing 
cards iu front of a beer saloon. 
B at finally 
we arrived at 


THE MUSEUM OF PAINTINGS, 
W hich ia an old m onastery church. 
Re- 
tw eeu the stone arched gate and the b u ild­ 
ing is a pretty garden, w ith seats placed 
about in quiet shady-places among the 
trees and statuary. 
Passing through this 


ca rien we stood in the entrance hall, where 
the eyes of all the Belgian masters of paiut- 
ing, sculpture and engraving looking down 
upon us, life size, from th e canvas, made 
us feci like spraking in whispers and “ tak­ 
ing off the very shoe* from our feet.” There 
were Rubens, Van Dyck, Jordaens, Quen­ 
tin M istya, Teniers, Van Bree and a noat 
of others. 
On the floor stood a solem n row 
of statues, statuettes and bronze figures ; 
a bust of Rubens on a bronze base, a mar­ 
ble statue of V a n B iee, a bust of'R auch, 
and others too numerous to m ention. 
A t 
the entrance to the gallery we purchased 
an excelleut catalogue, and found iu each 
saloon an attendant who delighted ia an­ 
swering questions. 
One even sought in­ 
formation by asking if California was in 
Australia? 
From the nearly seven hun­ 
dred paintings, I w ill mention only a few 
of the m ost striking, taking each saloon in 
order. 
In the fir3t, “ The Death cf R u­ 
bens,” by Van Bree, is one of the*. mo?t 
beautiful and attractive pictures. 
Rubens 
is lyin g back in au easy-cTair. priests are 
standing iu the background each holding a 
crucifix, while the 
we ping fam ily and 
friends stand or kneel about the dying man. 
Through an open w indow the spire of the 
grand cathedral end a portion of Antwerp 
is visible iu the distance. 
T he countenance 
of Rubens’ w ife is particularly touching in 
its expression of intense grief and resigna­ 
tion. 
Probably everyone knows the lead­ 
in g facts iu the life ol th is prince of Flem ­ 
ish painters. 
H is father, Johannes R u­ 
bens, was an Antwerp Justice. 
He was 
born on Sts. Peter and Paul’s day ; hence 
the name Peter Paul Rubens. 
It is easy, 
it is said, to discern the effects of his early 
training in the school of the, at that time, 
all powerful Jesuits, iu the splendor or his 
religious pictures. 
Rubens was tw ice mar­ 
ried. 
H e lived at Antwerp m a style of 


GREAT MAGNIFICENCE, 


And nearly «a thousand pictures now bear 
his name. 
H is excellent education, great 
am iability of disposition, combined w ith a 


hau Jsome person, and his celebrity as an 
artist, procured for him the patronage and 
friendship of princes and men of distinc­ 


tion in alm ost every court in Europe. 
He 
died in the year 1040, at the age of 04 
years. 
Another picture in the same salooD, 
called “ Lq Coupe de Lance,” painted by 
Rubens in 1620 for the church of the 
Franciscans, is considered by many as the 
chef d ’ (b u y re of the great m-aet.r, although 
it is not so w ell known as his “ Descent 
from th e C ross,” in the cathedral. 
In 
41 Le Coup de L an ce” the Savior on the 
cross 1* the central figu re; the penitent 
thief at th e right is invoking the Saviar 
for the last tim e ; the Roman officer, Lon- 
gu.ius, m ouuted on a gray horse, is pierc­ 
ing the side of th e Savior w ith a lance; 
St. John stands w eeping; Mary M agda­ 
lene, on her knees at tne foot of the cross, 
im plores L m ginius to spire the sacred 
body of her m a ster; 
wnile the virgin 
m other in the foreground looks up w ith 
Swollen 
eyes and tear-stained 
face ex ­ 
pressing the m ost intense suffering. 
The 
“ D efense of A n tw erp ” against the Span­ 
ish iu 1576, by Da Brackeler, is also much 
admired. 
It is very large, and represents 
a portiou of A ntw erp in flames. 
A t the 
lefc, the dom e of the cathedral loom s up 
in tne lurid light, w hile iu the foreground 
the Belgians bravely resist; the furious a t­ 
tack of the Spaniards. 
The terror de­ 
picted in tho f-ces of the women is start­ 
ling ; one, w ith eyeballs starting from 
their sockets, looks on while a Spaniard 
ruus his sword 
through her husband ; 
another fights w ith desperate counteuanco 
for the life of her father. 
In tho center of 
the second and by far the m ost interest­ 
ing saloon stands a beautiful 


MARBLE STATUE OV VICTORY, 
And near it a fiaely-exrcuted figure of 


King Leopold II., showing his perfect form 


and handsom e face to the very best advan­ 
tage. 
Tiiis room is lined w ith paintings 


by all the m asters of the Flem ish school. 
St. Theresa interceding fir sonla in purga 
tory is very pleasing. “ C .rist on the Cross,’ 
by Van D yck, is of ghastly bat effective 
coloring, w ith human resignation wonder­ 
fully depicted. 
The “ Dead Savior,” by 
Quentin M atsys, is universally regarded as 
his masteroiec*. 
This famons painter was 
born in 1466 and died in 1531, and is con­ 
sidered the connecting link between the old 
school of Van Dyck and the new school of 
R ubens. 
The people of Antwerp love to 
tell how lie came to that city a poor black­ 
sm ith from Louvain, and as a specim en of 
his work, executed w ith his hammer a 
beautiful iron canopy, surmounted by a 
6tatue of Salvius Brabo, a m ythical hero, 
who defeated and ca t off the head of the 
great Aurigoniua. 
This canopy elands 
over a w ell near the cathedral, and is 
shown as one of th e wonders of the city. 
In Antwerp, so the story goes, he became 
enamored of tiie daughter of a painter, and 
to propitiate him au t win his daughter, he 
exchanged the anvil for the palette. 
He 
both 
painted 
and wooed 
successfully. 
There is a horrible picture in the M useum 
painted by Frans Florins, called “ The Fall 
of the W icked A ngels,” in which a large 
fly, resting on the leg of one of the falling 
angels, ia said to have been painted by 
M atsys, and that Florins, on entering the 
room, took out his handkerchief and tried 
to brush it off. 
This deception so pleased 
and satisfied him w ith the skill of M atsys, 
th at he im m ediately gave him his daughter 
in marriage. 
Unfortunately f *r this pretty 
romance, 
the 
painter 
whose daughter 
M atsys married ¡3 unknDwn, and Florins 
was only ten years old waen M atsys died. 


“ CHRIST A LA FAILLR," 
Or “ Christ on the Straw ,” an altar piece, 


Í3 a moat startling repreientation of the 
“ Reaper whose name is D tatb .” 
The 


body of Chri3t rests upon a stone bench 
covered w ith straw, partly supported by 


Joseph cf A rim athaa, aad mourned over 
by the Virgin, St. John and Mary M agda­ 
lene. 
T hese three show the deepest suffer­ 
ing on their tear stained faces, wnile that of 
the Savior faacinates by its very ghastli­ 
ness. 
A s W3 sat w ith eyes riveted upon 
this painting, our attention was suddenly 
arrested by a commotion near some artists* 
materials which sto o i by an unfinished 
picture. 
To onr amazement, a tall man 
seated him self on a stocl, slipped his feet 
out of his slip p ed , and with his toes care­ 
fully arranged his brushes. He then placed 
his palette upon th e great toe of the left 
: foot, elevated his foot upon another stool, 
and, grasping a brush between the first 
and second toes of the right foot, calm ly 
proceeded to paint on a partly finished 
copy of “ T heF isher Boy.” 
W e had heard 


of this man, but believed th at he existed 
only in th e fertile im agination of some 
newspaper correspondent, so we gazed at 
him, alm ost petrified w ith astonishm ent. 
Presently he lay down his brush, and used 
his handkerchief far more gracefully w ith 
his toes thau many do w ith their hands. 
His socks were neatly finished off ju st below 
the great toe-joiut, and his toes were not 
unlike slender fingers. 
H is slippers were 
prettily lined w ith some soft w hite m a­ 
terial. 
The sleeves of his coat hung loose 
from his shoulders and were tuck' d into 
the pockets. 
The man’s name is Charles 
Felee ; he waa born at Bruges, 


WITHOUT HANDS OR ARM5, 
And is now about 50 years of age. 
H is 
nuree, who is 73 years old, has taken caie 
of him from his birth. 
H e has lived in 


A ntw erp for the last -10 years, and can be 
seen at work in the M useum nearly every 
day from I till 3 o’clock. 
In Saloon III. 
the m ost attractive painting is 
“ The 
T rin ity,” by Rubens. 
I11 this the eyes or 
the Father appear to follow you into every 
nook and corner of the room, w hile the 
body of th e Savior appears to change its 
position as you view it from different 
points. 
In Saloon IV . many pictures claim 
attention but the “ M ater Dolorosa,” by 
Caisne, is by far the m ost im pressive. 
The tears in th e eyes, th at seem “ charged 
w ith direct m essage from the soul,” and 
the stains on c eeks are to real, that you 
liad it im possible to look upon the picture 
for any length of tim e w ithout feeling an 
irresistible desire to wet p for very sym pa­ 
th y. 
The fifth and las: saloon is filled 
w ith portraits and paintings which were 
nresonted By Van Ertborn, Burgomaster of 
A ntw erp, who d e l iu 1840. 
But the brief 
day was soon done, and as we stepped out 
of this iittle world of art, we wondered if 
all attractions suggested by tho guide-book 
would prove as satisfactory.

Towards the m iddle of the principal 
street, in m y native town of Cranley, 
stands, or did stand, for I speak of things 
th a t happened many years back, a very 
long-fronted, very regular, very ugly brick 
house, who^e large graveled court, flanked 
on each side by olii ;es reaching to the 
street, was divided from the pavem ent by 
:ron gates and palisades, &nl a row of Lom­ 
bardy popiurs, rearing their slender col­ 
umns so us to vail, without shading, a 
mansion which evidently considered itself, 
and was considered by its neighbors, as 
holding the first rank in the place. 
T hat 
mausion, indisputably the 
best 
in the 
town, belonged of «curse to the lawyer 
aud th a t lawyer was, as may not unfre- 
quently be fouud in small places, one of 
the most eminent solicitors in the county. 
Richard M olesworth, the individual in 
question, was a person obscurely born and 
slenderly educated, who, by dintor prudence, 
industry, integrity, tact and luck, had risen 
through the various gradations ot writing 
clerk, managing clerk, and junior partner, 
to be himself the head of a great office, 
and a man of no small property or slight 
importance. 
H alf of Cranley belonged to 
him, for he had the passion for brick and 
m ortar often observed amongst those who 
have accum ulated large fortunes in totally 
different pursuits, and liked nothing better 
than running up rows and terraces, repair­ 
ing villas, and rebuilding farm-houses. The 
better half of Cranley called him master, 
to say nothing of six or seven snug farms 
in the neighborhood, of the goodly estate 
and manor of Hinton, famous for its pre­ 
serves and fisheries, or of a command of 
floating capital which borrowers, who came 
to him w ith good securities in their hands, 
foilud almost inexhaustible. 
In short, he 
was one of those men w ith whom every­ 
thing had prospered through life ;*and, in 
spite ui a profession too often obnoxious to 
an unjust, because sweeping prejudice, 
there wa3 a pretty universal feeling amongst 
all who knew him th at his prosperity was 
deserved. 
A kind tem per, a moderate use 
of power and influence, a splendid hospital­ 
ity, and th at judicious liberality which 
shows itself in small things as well as in 
great ones (for it is by twopenny savings 
th at men get an ill num»-), served to iu- 
pure his popularity w ith high and low. 
Perhaps even his tall, erect, portly figure*, 
his good humored countenance, cheerful 
voice, and frank address, contributed some­ 
thing to his rep u tatio n ; his rem arkable 
w ant of pretension cr assum ption of any 
sort certainly did, and as certainly the 
absence of everything striking, clever, or 
original in his conversation, 
i'k&t he m ust 
be a man of personal as well as of profes­ 
sional ability, no one tracing his progress 
through life coaid for a moment doubt ; 
but, reversing the w itty epigram on our 
w ittiest monarch, he reserved his wisdom 
for his actions, and whilst all th a t he did 
showed the most admirable sense and 
jadgm ent, he never said a word th at rose 
above the level of the m erest common­ 
place—vapid, inoffensive, dull and safe. 
.So accomplished, both in w hat he was 
and in w hat he was not, our lawyer, at the 
tim e of which we write, had been for many 
years the oracle of the country gentlemen, 
held all public offices not inconsistent w ith 
each other, which their patronage could 
bestow, and in the shape of stewardships, 
tr«stB and agencies, managed half the 
landed estates in the county. 
He was even 
adm itted into visiting intercourse, on a foot­ 
ing of equality very uncommon in the aristo­ 
cratic circles of country society—a society 
which is, for the most part, quite aB exclu­ 
sive as tn at of London, though in a differ­ 
ent way. 
For this he was well suited, not 
merely by his own unaffected manners, 
high animal spirits, and nicety of tact, but 
by the circum stances of his domestic ar­ 
rangements. A fter having been twice m ar­ 
ried, Mr. M olesworth found him, at nearly 
sixty, a second tim e a widower. 
H is first wife had been a homely, frugal, 
managing woman, 
whose 
few hundred 
pounds aud her saving habits had, at th at 
period of his life, for they were early 
united, conduced in their several ways to 
enrich and benefit her equally th rifty but 
far more aspiring husband. 
She never had 
a child ; and, after doing him all possible 
good in her lifetime, was so kind as to die 
ju st as his interest and his ambition re­ 
quired more liberal 
housekeeping 
and 
higher connection, each of which, as he 
well knew, would repay its cost. 
For con­ 
nection accordingly he married, choosing 
the elegant though portionless sister of a 
poor baronet, by whom be had two daugh­ 
ters, at intervals of seven years ; the eldest 
being ju st of sufficient age to succeed her 
m other as mistress of the family, when she 
had the irreparable m isfortune to lose the 
earliest, the tendeiest. and the most inestim ­ 
able friend th at a young woman can have. 
Very precious was the memory of her 
dear m other to Agnes Molesworth ! 
Al­ 
though six years had passed between her 
death and the period at which our little 
story begins, the affectionate daughter had 
never ceased to lam ent her loss. 
It was to his charming daughters th a t 
Mr. M olesworth’s pleasant house owed its 
chief attraction. 
Conscions of his own 
deficient education, no pains or money had 
been spared in accomplishing them to the 
utm ost night of fashion. 
The least accomplished was, however, 
as not unfrequently happens, by far the 
most striking ; and many a high-born and 
w ealthy client, disposed to put himself 
thoroughly at ease at his solicitor’s table, 
and not a t all shaken in his purpose by the 
sight of the p retty Jessy—a short, light, 
airy girl, w ith a bright sparkling coun­ 
tenance, all lilies and roses, and dimples 
and smiles, sitting, exqniaitively dressed 
in an elegant morning-room, 
with her 
guitar in her lap, her harp at her side, and 
her drawing-table before her—has suddenly 
felt himself awed into his best and most

Digoitv, a mild and gentle, but still a 
moat striking dignity, was the prime char 
acteristic of Agnes Molesworth in look anti 
in mind. 
Her beauty was the beauty of 
sculpture, as contradistinguished from that 
of p ain tin g ; depending mainly on form 
and expression, and little on color. 
1 nere 
could hardly be a stronger contrast than

RELIGIOUS 
INTELLIGENCE. 


The W om an’s Baptist Missionary Society 
of the W est report over 1,200 auxiliaries, 
being an addition of more than 100 during 
the past year. 
The M arquis of Bate offers to add £10,­ 
000 to the tund to the proposed University 
(College of W ales, provided the institution 
be established at Cardiff. 
General Jam es M. Coale, of M aryland, 
bequeathed §10,000 each to Georgetown 
(D. C .) College and St. M ary’s Industrial 
School for Boys, Baltimore. 
Frederick Billings, of Woodstock. Vt., 
has given §5,000 to the fund now being 
raised for an additional gymnasium build­ 
ing at A m herst College. 
Rev. W. H. Seavell, pastor of the Bap­ 
tist Church at M anchester, N. H ., has 
“ changed his views,” and it is said is now 
aspiring for a political office. 
The Swedish Baptist Churches of M in­ 
nesota, of which there are about forty, are 
taking a lively interest in the foreign mis­ 
sions, and especially the women’s circles 
are contributing quite largely to this ob­ 
ject. 
Robert F. Schullie was edncated for a 
Catholic priest, united w ith the Baptist 
Church a t Canto, 111., a few days since, 
aud it is calculated to make a Baptist m in­ 
ister of him after a short probation. 
The U nited Presbyterian Church in this 
country, by a close vote of its presbyteries, 
has repealed the law against the use of 
musical instrum ents in religious services. 
The vote was 016 for repeal to 606 against. 
Governor Hoyt, of W yoming, says that 
the Sabbath in Cheyenne is as quiet as any 
village in M assachusetts, and he attributes 
the improved moral condition of the place 
to woman suffrage, which prevails in the 
State. 
The Baptist ministers of Boston have 
had quite a discussion on a proposition to 
petition the Governor of the State to do 
away with the annual Fast Day, on the 
ground that, like all American festival oc­ 
casions, it is made a scene of drunkenness 
and debauchery. 
A sub-com m ittee appointed by Presby­ 
terians to prepare a memorial for Congress 
relating to the Indians, adopted the fol­ 
lowing : 
“ For Indians we w ant American 
education ; we w ant American homes ; we 
want American rights—the result of which 
is American citizenship.” 
The Boston University year-book con­ 
tains 144 pages, w ith maoy notes of inter­ 
est. 
The entire num ber of students in the 
various departm ents is 545, forty more 
than last year. 
Sixty new scholarships 
have ju st been founded from the bequest 
of Mr. Rich, the founder of the University 
itself. 
Mr. Spnrgeon says he regards it as a 
reason for devout gratitude th at he has been 
spared to produce such a library of ser­ 
mons, now num bering 1,635. 
H e feels, 
however, th a t he has only coasted around 
the marvelous 
subjects which fill the 
Scriptures, and th a t he is now but at the 
beginning of his divine theme. 


P r o t e c t i n g 
I r o n . — A new process for 
preserving iron is described by Les Mondes. 
It consists of treating the casting with 
dilute hydrochloric acid, which dissolves a 
little of the m etal and leaves a skin of 
homogeneous graphite holding well to the 
iron. 
The article is then washed in s re­ 
ceiver w ith hot or cold water, or cooked in 
steam, so as to remove completely the 
chloride of iron th at has been formed. 
Finally the piece is allowed to dry in the 
emptied receiver, and a solution of caout­ 
chouc, guttapercha, or gum resin in essence 
of petroleum is injected, and the essence 
afterw ard evaporating leaves a hard and 
solid enamel on the surface of the iron 
work. Another plan is to keep the chloride 
of iron on the metal instead of washing it 
off, and to plunge the piece into a bath of 
silicate and borate of soda. Thus is formed 
j a silico-borate of iron very hard and brill- 
I iant, which fills the pores of the metal 
skin. 
As for the chlorine disengaged, it 
combines with the soda to form chloride of 
sodium, which remains in the pickle. 


OLD 
PORTRAITS. 


A W aking V ision of Dead Bodies—F am eus 
B eauties 
From the days w’hen the Greek girl 
traced her lover’s shadow on the wall to 
these cf photography, how many pictured 
dream s ot fair women have smiled on us ? 
From the walls of galleries, from the sideB 
of rooms where once in life they ruled as 
mistresses, from dealers’ dusty stores un­ 
worthy “ to harbor such sw eetness,” from 
a thousand 
other 
fitting 
or 
unfitting 
shrines, the sweet faces of “ dear, dead 
.women ' strike us like gleams of sunshine 
th at are yet sad. Is this the end of beauty, 
which so conquered all hearts th at even 
these memories of it make our pulses beat 
faster, our ejes ewiin at those visions of 
forgotten fairness of the days of long ago, 
which atill catch us m their strong toils of 
grace. 


Arid passing fair th e face m ay seem ; 
Unknow n the presence and th e dream , 
’Tie she, though of herself, alas ! 
Less ita ti her picfu re in th e glass, 
Or th an her im age in the stream . 
How* much and how little a lovely por­ 
tra it tells us ! 
How it aids w hat knowl­ 
edge we have of its su b je ct! How it makes 
lis want to know more of the life’s secret 
(ridden behind those deep eyes, the curves 
6f the beautiful mouth. 
For myself, much as I love the great and 
well-known portraits of fair women, there 
is a subtler pleasure in some visions of a 
lady of whom I know no more than I can 
tell from her face, which looks at me from 
the canvas as it looked long ago to the 
painter who placed it there. 
We most of 
us would say that w*e owe but a small debt 
of gratitude to those learned men who 
have disabused us of our fond idea that the 
pale face of the golden-haired girl Guido 
painted is that of 
Beatrice Cenci, the 
sweet victim of a stranger story cf pity and 
terror, of a darker fate than the Greek 
tragedians ever knew. 
W e loved Beatrice 
as we saw her appealing to us from out an 
uniathom able solitude of pain ; 
we were 
awed, struck dum b by the awfulness, the 
m ute sadness of her woe ; and now we are 
told this is not Beatrice, only the head of 
some unknown girl. 
W hat of th at? 
Are 
the sorrow anil pain of those eyeB less pro­ 
found ? 
Is the quiver of those child lips 
less infinitely touching, the “ pity of it ” 
less great, because we do not know who 
this girl ie, the pathos of whose face 
touches such “ a sweet recoil of love aud 
pity .” 
Some of the portraits before which we 
linger longest are those in which the 
painter had told us the story of his life 
and love. 
As Mirabell, in Congreve's 
comedy, says to the woman he loves, 
“ Beauty is the lover’s gift,” so women 
loved by great painters or poets have lived 
to us by their lovers’ portraits of them. 
We know the Madonna face of Andrea del 
Sarto's wife —flower-like, yet hiding be­ 
neath its angelic purity of line and color­ 
ing all the evil which wrought bo hardly 
w ith her hnshand’s life. 
Looking at Raphael’s Fornarina, it is 
hard at first to understand where in her 
lay the charm which ao moved a man, 
surely above all others sensitive to the 
power of beauty ; but as we gaze at the 
portrait of the woman whom Clive New- 
come describes as being “ not 
a hand 
some woman, with vulgar eyes and mouth, 
and altogether a moat mahogany colored 
person ”—as we look at her, remember 
mg she was the lady of Raphael’s lest 
century of sonnets—the face softens, the 
mouth sweetens, the eyes fill w ith an in­ 
effable awe and joy ; we see in the woman 
w ith the lull-lidded eyes and the broad, 
low brow, the original type of the Sistine 
Madonna. 
There are few portraits which affect one 
so strangely as Leonardo’s Mona Lisa. 
I t 
is not sym pathetic ; it is rather curiously 
repellaut—th at strange, slow, subtle smile, 
calm as a summer sunset searching the 
hearts of gazers, so th a t they felt as though 
they would fain hide their faces in their 
hands to avoid th at slow, stealthy smile 
th at has no gladness in it, only some secret 
which she knows well is hidden from all 
but herself, the while Bhe reads the hearts 
and minds she looks at w*ith those half­ 
veiled, mysterious eyes. 
A m ystery, over­ 
m astering one w ith a deadly fascination, 
uo good woman, but one whose silent calm 
is stronger than strength—inscrutable, un­ 
fathomable, with that still 6mile. 
There was another woman, loved by a 
m ighty painter of the era, whom wo know 
n o t only through his means. 
Her own 
words and works praise her—queenly wo­ 
man, perfect wife, O ittoria Colonna, Mase 
and Grace, and Buonarotti’s friend. Little 
need to speak of her, the woman “ whose 
soul was like a star and dw elt apart.” 
Were there no portrait of her we yet could 
fancy for ourselves how her fairmess m ust 
have been the outw ard expression of a most 
fair mind. 
But there is a chalk study of 
her head in profile by Michael Angelo, 
moat noble in its sad, severe beauty 
the 
beauty of one who has suffered and con­ 
quered—crowned w ith a strange, helmet­ 
like headdress,with a couchant lion resting 
above the massive braids of hair, w ith its 
heavy ripple, w*hich fall at the side of the 
worn cheek. 
Endurance, tenderness, faith 
and strength—ail these are typified in th at 
grand head. 
W ho sat, I wonder, for th a t most lovely 
Madonna of Botticelli’s in the National 
gallery—that maiden m other who, between 
the adoring angels, is yet so reverent and 
tender, w*ith such sw eet hum ility seated on 
her pure lip, and her straight-lidded eyes ? 
W as she ever a living woman ? or w as there 
only some faint resemblance of her in 
features to one who jested and flirted with 
Alessandro while he sat painting his V ir­ 
gin? 
T itian’s daughter lifts up her basket of 
fruit and flowers, and Palm a’s maidens 
turn on us all the fullness of their beauty. 
Oh, queenly dames of V eronese! 
Oh, 
splendid ladie3 painted by Paris Bordone ! 
and— 


W w » lady such a lady, eyes so b rig h t and lipe so 
red, 
On h er neck tb e small head b u oyant, like a bell 
flower on its bed— 
Was there ever one really so wonderful as 
this imperial Titian in golden robes, rich 
and sum ptuous as the hush of an autum n 
evening, with her tawny hair and eyes, 
and warm tints of throat and cheek ? 
Surely, 


If an evil spiri* lire in so fair a house, 
Good augels will m ake haste to dwell w ith it. 


Following these 
come 
other 
ladies, 
painted by the cunning hands of Zucchcro 
and ¡Sir Antonio More, the courtly women 
who formed the escadron de la reine viere, 
the beauties of Elizabeth’s reign, and the 
cold face, set as it were in a frame-work of 
jewels, of her who made “ w hat men call 
love a deadly d u el”—M ary S tuart. 
Cer­ 
tainly, the tradition of the Queen of Scots’ 
charm is not w'orthily sustained by her 
portraits ; a crafty, cat-like woman, with 
steel eyes, is the impression left on us by 
most of them. 
A sweeter and more gracious train of fair 
forms follow 
Vandyke’s 
ladies, 
p a fts 
comme un b*>au son d'automnt, with their 
careless splendor of satin robes clasped 
w ith jewels, of rich curls twined with 
pearls, the worthy wives of noble lords, 
and by them Rubens’ portraits of women, 
in w*hich all finer and purer loveliness is 
lost in the vivid w*ealth of coloring. 
Who 
cares to linger before the face of Helena 
Forman ? 
M ary of Modena looks out strangely on 
us, w ith her pale, proud, beautiful face, 
from amid the smiles and glances of the 
crowd of Lely’s mock shepherdesses aud 
false Dianas, queens w ithout dignity, and 
Athenes whom the true goddess would 
have killed by a touch of her distaff. Knel- 
ler’s beauties do not allure us much ; 
we 
turn from them to the finer and rare essence 
of the smiles and the high-bred beauty Sir 
Joshua has caught for us to the w rapt 
grace of his Mrs. Siddons as the tragic 
muse, “ Here íb my throne, bid kings come 
bow to it,” and to the charming loveliness 
of Gainsborough’s Mrs. Grahame, fresh as 
a May m orning.—[Londou Queen.

A dispatch states that one Barney Harst­ 
man, a naturalized German resident in 
Indiana, has been seized by the German 
authorities while on a visit to his native 
place, and put in prison. It is added that 
when he fir*t left Germany he was under 
orders to report for military duty. This 
is a case in which some very delicate points 
of international law appear. It is in fact a 
case embarrassed by what is called the con­ 
flict of laws. There are at times situations 
of this kind in which the difficulty of solu­ 
tion consists in the impossibility of tindiug 
a common staud[>oint. 
For instance : 
What is the rule as to the jurisdiction of 
Governments over persons who have 
changed their allegiance? Lvidertly the 
answer to this will not be the same in all 
cases. The Government from which the 
person has passed to change his natural­ 
ization will naturally be reluctaut to admit 
his right to repudiate it. The Government 
which has adopted him on its side will as 
naturally desire to protect him. And 
when, as often happens in Continental 
States, men emigrate to evade military 
duties, a fresh cause of embarrassment is 
introduced. There have been many cases 
of this kind, and the precedents are not by 
auy incans in accord. Thus when Johann 
Knocke, a native-born Prussian, was natu­ 
ralized in America, and on returning to 
Prussia claimed exemption from military 
service, Mr. Wheaton, then American Min­ 
ister at Berlin, told him that a3 long as he 
was in any other country but Prufsia he 
would be protected, “ but having returned 
“ to the country of your birth, your native 
“ domicile and national character revert 
“ (so long as you remain in Prussian do- 
“ minions), and you are bound to obey the 
“ laws a3 if you had never emigrated.” 
This rule was observed until 1859, when 
the United .States endeavored to protect 
Hofer from the conscription. Mr. Cass 
then asserted that “ the moment a for- 
“ eigner becomes naturalize»?, his allegi- 
“ ance to his native country is severed 
“ forever.” This assumption, however, 
was not persisted íd, and in fact was prac­ 
tically repudiated during the war of the 
rebellion, when many foreigners quitted 
the United States to avoid the conscrip­ 
tion there, and afterwards applied for pro­ 
tection to the United States Government, 
when they were called on to serve in the 
Prussian army. 
The case of Simon Tousig seems in point. 
He, like Martin Kozte, had only declared 
his intention of becoming an American 
citizen, however. He was an Austrian by 
birth, and on retnrniog to his native land 
he was arrested for offenses committed 
before he had left that country. Mr. 
Marcy declined to interfere for him, on 
the ground that “ having once been sub- 
“ jectto the laws of Austria, and while 
“ under her jurisdiction violated these 
“ laws, his withdrawal from that jurisdic­ 
tio n and acquiring a different national 
“ character would not exempt him from 
“ their operation 
whenever he again 
“ chose to place himself under them.” 
Woolsey appears to take the same view' 
of this class of cases, for he says : “ There 
“ is no doubt that a State, having under- 
“ taken to adopt a stranger, is bound to 
“ protect him like any other citizen. 
“ Should 
he return to his native 
“ soil, and be apprehended for the non- 
“ fulfillment of civic duties which devolved 
“ on him before his emigration, there 
“ would be no ground of complaint on that 
“ score.” This appears almost to cover the 
case of Harstman, for he has been “ appie- 
“ hended for the non-fulfillment of civic 
“ duties which devolved on him before his 
“ emigration.” Perhaps, however, the case 
is settled by the terms of the Convention of 
1S6S between the United States and North 
< iermany, according to which, if a natural­ 
ized person returns to the country where 
he first lived, he “ remains liable to trial 
“ and punishment for an action punishable 
“ by the laws of his original country, and 
“ committed before his emigration, reaerv- 
“ ing always the limitations established by 
“ its laws or any other remission of liability 
“ to punishment.” Under this provision, 
if Harstman can be shown to have violated 
German laws in leaving his country origi­ 
nally, there can be no ground of complaint 
on the part of the United States. 
And the conclusion is in accordance with 
the views of nearly all the best jurists. 
Thus Wharton (“ Conflict of Laws”) ob­ 
serves that “ Naturalization, not ody 
“ under the Constitution of the United 
“ States, but under the statutes of most 
“ European States, is limited to the estab- 
“ li8hment of the citizenship of the person 
“ naturalized in the naturalizing State. It 
“ does not confer any special civil Hiatus : 
“ nor, while removing disabilities arising 
“ from foreign birth, does it remove those 
“ arising from conviction of crime.” Thus 
also it was held in the French Court of 
Cassation that while the terms of natural­ 
ization are settled by the country which 
the emigrant enters, the terms of expatria­ 
tion are settled by the country which he 
leaves. 
On the whole, therefore, the 
weight of authority is against Harstman, 
who seems to have got himself into a scrape 
from which the United States cannot help 
him. It can protect its own citizens under 
ordinary circumstances, but it cannot un­ 
dertake to bear them harmless when they 
are apprehended for offenses committed be­ 
fore they had renounced their foreign al­ 
legiance, or had entered its jurisdiction. 
Mr. Sargent will find this case confronting 
him at his entrance into office, and we have 
no donbt that he will bring to bear npon it 
all his acuteness, knowledge of the law, 
and perseverance. 
Harstman, however, 
has apparently more to hope from the 
friendliness existing between Germany and 
the United States, than from the strength 
of his position as viewed from the stand­ 
point of international law. 
THE PROTECTION OF THE YOSEMITE 
VALLEY. 
The State Engineer, W. Hammond Hall, 
has written a little pamphlet upon the 
protection and preservation of the Yosemite 
Valley, which contains some very import­ 
ant suggestions and considerations. The 
services of Mr. Hall were called into requi­ 
sition last year by the Yosemite Commis­ 
sioners, and he spent a month in and near 
the Valiev, carefully examining it and its 
approaches and surroundings, with a view 
to making such recommendations as might 
assist the Commissioners in fulfilling their 
great trust. The most important of Mr. 
Hail’s suggestions is one which has not 
before been made, but the force of which 
when mentioned will strike everyone. He 
summarizes the principal requirements as 
follows: “ If it be asked ‘ W hat is neces­ 


sary to preserve the Yosemite Valley 
“ property from destruction V w*e have 
“ three answers : First—The control of 
“ the mountain water-shed tributary to 
“ the valley streams, to prevent the de- 
“ 9truction of timber and vegetation gen- 
“ erally thereoD. Second—The regulation 
“ of the use of the floor of the valley and 
“ its immediate surroundings, in order 
“ that the verdure be not altogether trani- 
“ pled out of existence, or useful vegeta- 
“ tion supplanted by that less desirable 
“ but more able to resist the influences of 
“ civilized occupancy. Third—The coun- 
“ teracting of natural depreciative action 
“ to he found in the movement of its 
“ w aters; the ‘ improvement 
of its 
“ streams.” 
Tne first of these desiderata is by far the 
most important one. It is self-evjdent 
that the principal attractions of the \ alley 
depend upon the maintenance of conditions 
extraneous to itself. The beautiful cata­ 
racts which relieve the sombre and ma­ 
jestic stillness of the place cannot be kept 
up unless the streams which feed them are 
protected against the ruthless vandalism of 
man. The slopes which feed these streams, 
and which nourish the forest growth whose 
shade checks evaporation and prolongs 
their fullness late into the summer, cannot 
perform their functions if they are denuded 
by the ax, and stripped again by sheep. 
Mr. Hall points out that at present the 
Commissioners are quite unable to preserve 
the Valley from these dangers, for the rea­ 
son that the entire watershed of the Merced 
river is about *229,000 acres, but only about 
30,500 acres of this territory are included 
within tbe grant. Now this is a very 
serious and real danger. Already, as the 
State Engineer points out, parts of this 
watershed outside of the grant have passed 
into private hands, and in a few years more 
the whole of the 198,500 acre9 outside the 
grant will have gone the same way. It 
will then be impossible for the State to 
do anything, for the matter will have 
passed out of its control, and the denuda­ 
tion of the mountains and the pasturage 
of the hillsides with sheep will in an in­ 
credibly short time destroy the most at­ 
tractive features of Yosemite, and at the 
same time expose it to constant and 
yearly increasing danger from land slides. 
W hat must then happen it is easy to de­ 
scribe. The streams which now pour into 
the valley, and which supply Yosemite, 
Nevada, Vernal, Bridal Veil, Illonette, 
Royal Arch, and other falls, would by 
reason of the denudation of their water­ 
shed become furious torrents for a short 
period, and would then dry up altogether. 
Meantime they would cease to run clear 
water as heretofore, but would be charged 
with the washings of hillsides, as are all 
streams above which sheep or cattle are 
pastured. The natural wash being greatly 
increased by the constant trampling and 
cutting of the soil, and the holding back 
power of the timber being removed, every 
winter would exert a greater scouring force 
upon the soil on the mountain sides, the 
tendency being to scrape this soil clean 
away down to the bed-rock, and to sweep 
it into the streams, and send it down into 
the valley, there to produce great silt de­ 
posits. Should the watershed of the Mer­ 
ced be once given over to these influences, 
in short, it is certain that the glory of the 
Yosemite Valley will be over, and to pre­ 
vent such a calamity we agree with the 
State Engineer that the whole of the wa­ 
tershed of the Merced ought to be added to 
and included in the grant, so that the dan­ 
gers we have specified shall be averted for 
all time. 
We are fully prepared to find that this 
proposition is disagreeable to a few persons 
such as those who have raised so insensate 
a clamor over the proposal to protect the 
red-woods. But the Yosemite Valley is a 
national possession and glory, and what­ 
ever selfish private interests may be con­ 
cerned in encroaching upon it, and in 
diminishing its attractions, ought to give 
way to the requirements of the whole 
country. It is not at all necessary that A, 
B, C, and D should have these particular 
acres for sheep pasturage or to cut timber 
on. There is plenty of grazing and timber 
land elsewhere. This land should not be 
used for such purposes. Inasmuch as it is 
necersary to preserve the beauties of the 
valley, it must be regarded aB being a na­ 
tional appurtenance of the valley. The in­ 
tention in making the grant was that it 
should be large enough to include whatever 
was necessary to the protection and pre­ 
servation of the valley. The State En­ 
gineer has shown that this intention is not 
carried out, because thefgrant is too small, 
and his demonstration is in our opinion 
conclusive as to the necessity of enlarging 
the grant. W hatever is requisite to the 
full protection of the Yosemite Valley 
should be applied for at once. It is certain 
that the whole country would take this 
view if its opinion could be ascertained by 
polling. 
The mingled greed and folly 
which are so rapidly denuding the Sierra, 
and which are producing changes there 
which must prove disastrous if not ruinous 
to succeeding generations, must not be al­ 
lowed to destroy the noble scenery of the 
Yosemite Valley. W e commend Mr. Hall’s 
pamphlet to the careful consideration of 
our Congressmen and legislators and think­ 
ing men generally, for it conveys a note of 
warning in this connection which cannot be 
neglected. It contains many other inter­ 
esting considerations relating to the care of 
the valley, but the point upon which we 
have dwelt here .is the one which above 
all others calls for earnest attention, and 
therefore we have singled it out for special 
comment. 
THE AMERICAN FREE TRADE LEAGUE. 
Under the style and title of the Ameri­ 
can Free Trade League an organization 
has at last been effected, for the purpose 
of doing for the United States what Cob- 
den did for England. It is under the able 
Presidency of Mr. David A. Wells, with 
headquarters in New York. It proposes 
to fight Protection in all its forms and 
phases, and to set before itself as the 
goal of its ambition the absolute enfran­ 
chisement of Américan commerce; the 
establishment, that is to say, of Free 
Trade in its most complete and perfect 
expression. Of course it is not expected 
that this can be done at once. It is to be 
wrought by degrees. First, a radical re­ 
vision of the Tariff. 
Then a Tariff for 
revenue only. Then the abolition of the 
Tariff altogether, or as nearly altogether 
as possible. This is the programme of the 
Free Trade league, and it will be urged 
forward by all the customary methods ; 
that 13 to say, by the publication of pamph­ 
lets, addresses, circulars, Bpeechea and 


articles ; by the delivery of lectures and 
discourses ; by influencing politics when­ 
ever and wherever poseible ; by appealing 
to the self-interest and the good sense of the 
American people. We wieh the Free Trade 
League godspeed, and we promise it what­ 
ever help the R e o o r d - U n i o n can give to 
the good cause. Nor have we any doubt 
as to the outcome. For inasmuch as from 
the nature of the case only a minority can 
be ever benefited by Protection, and inas­ 
much as the benefits received by this mi­ 
nority are invariably filched from the 
majority, it must be impossible to main­ 
tain the system after the majority have be­ 
come fully aware of the nature aüd extent 
of the imposition practiced upon them. In 
a letter to the League, Professor Sumner 
suggests that the actual existence of Free 
Trade between the States of the Union 
may be made one of the most convincing 
of arguments. 
The R e c o r d - U n i o n em­ 
ployed that fact years ago to illustrate the 
folly of the Protectionist idea, and there 
can be no doubt about its cogency. There 
is no possibility of protection against the 
competition of any part of the fifty mill­ 
ions in the United States. Absolute Free 
Trade is the normal condition of all the 
trade done between the coniines of the re­ 
public. The prosperity of the Union under 
this condition show that tree Trade is 
the Datural state of commerce. This, in­ 
deed, onght to be perfectly apparent 
at a glance, for 
it is clear that 
Protection is wholly artificial and unnat­ 
ural in its methods, and it is a striking 
proof of the barbarism of a large propor­ 
tion of our literary element that it is as 
yet incapable of perceiving the abnormality 
of the restrictive system. The truth, how­ 
ever, is that very little real thinking is 
done, and that the phrase “ Protection to 
“ home industry ” has deluded thousands 
by its meredemagogÍ8m. If what is called 
Protection had been correctly defined at 
the outset, it never could have got itself 
established. If it had been called Restric­ 
tion, as it really is, it would have been un­ 
popular. 
And since protection belongs 
emphatically to the obsolete category of 
oppressive, inequitable, dishonest meas­ 
ures and systems, the Republican party is 
bound by the very genius of its existence 
to declare against it. It is not true that 
the Republican party is committed to it as 
a national policy, but even had this been 
so in the past it would not follow that it 
should he so in the future. Free trade is 
as necessary as any other kind of freedom, 
and it will be insisted upon by the Amer­ 
ican people as soon as they understand the 
issue thoroughly. 


WANTED, A SUBSTITUTE FOR HANGING. 
A few days ago two men were executed 
by hanging in one of the Western States, 
and while one of them had the skin of the 
lower part of his face torn off by the rope, 
and was then slowly strangled, the other 
died an equally lingering death. A few 
years ago in this State a man’s head was 
pulled off in attempting to hang him. At 
brief intervals frequent horrible incidents 
of this kind occur, and though it is evident 
that hanging is one of the clumsiest, most 
barbarous and uncertain modes of execu­ 
tion, and though it is equally evident that 
criminals oould be killed in several other 
ways with absolute certainty, rapidity and 
painlessness, the old awkward and inhu­ 
man practice is stolidly adhered to, with a 
Bourbonism which is positively depressing. 
It is true that the question of reform in 
capital punishment has been much dis­ 
cussed, but though this discussion has 
demonstrated the many disadvantages of 
hanging, it has not resulted in the adop 
tion of a reform anywhere. The guillotine 
is prompt and painless, probably, but it is 
butcherly way of killing, at best. The 
Spanish garrote is much more scientific, 
and it is painless and without the horrify- 
ingacce8soryof bloodshed which detracts so 
greatly from the guillotine. But electricity 
furnishes ways of destroying life which far 
surpass any of the older methods. It 
can kill a man by merely placing a wire 
in his hand, or touching his skin with it, 
and this form of death is instantaneous 
and necessarily painless. 
By employing 
electricity to execute the sentence of the 
law all the demoralizing influences of pub­ 
lic or semi-publicexecutions would be obvia­ 
ted. The condemned man could be ex­ 
ecuted in a chamber, in the presence of 
half a dozen official witnesses. No somber 
apparatus would be required. No pinion­ 
ing of the condemned convict. No black 
cap. Everything could be as quiet and 
unsensational as possible, and yet the ex­ 
ecution would be performed with ideal 
effectiveness and rapidity. W ith so ad­ 
mirable a method available it is really 
wonderful that the repulsive and ugly and 
bungling gallows of antiquity should still 
be retained. 
THE CHRISTIANCY DIVORCE CASE. 
There is no good reason why the details of 
the ChriBtiancy divorce case should be 
telegraphed all over the country, and there 
are several good reasons why this kind of 
“ news ’’ should be let alone by the news 
agents. The caso is, unfortunately, in no 
respect singular. It is in fact merely a 
repetition of a very old story. The history 
of the folly and disappointment of an old 
man, and of the wantonness and caprice 
of a young woman, does not constitute 
good family reading. No doubt most of 
those who condemn it read it, but that fact 
proves nothing. Mankiud is very weak, 
and does not need any spurring to make it 
yield to its inclinations, but it might be 
better if those who yearn for such informa­ 
tion had to seek it iu the columns of those 
periodicals devoted to similar “ spicy” 
records. It is a somewhat melancholy fact 
that the majority of men, and of women 
too, enjoy the misfortunes, and particularly 
the vices, of their fellowmen. Gossip, which 
is generally little more than an euphemism 
for Detraction, is indulged in by the gravest 
occasionally, and there are a great many 
people whose sole idea of conversation is 
pulling the characters of their neighbors to 
pieces. In reading such a case as this of 
Cbristiancy, a malevolent feeling is usually 
gratified. The people who have not got on 
in life say to themselves that here is a man 
who has been a United States Senator and 
a United States Minister to Peru, who has 
been reputed wealthy, and has moved 
among the great ones of the land, and lo ! 
here he is tumbled down into the mire, his 
domestic skeleton exposed, the sharne of 
his gray hairs made a common spectacle, 
and all hiB hard-earned glory changed for 
humiliation. And then there is the wife. 
Ah ! How the pitiless feminine spirit must 
delight in cxultiBg over her ? For was she 
not a pert Treasury girl, and did she not 


entangle the silly old man with her impu 
dent airs and graces, and did she not force 
herself upon him, expecting to be lifted up 
into that elevated region where diamonds 
and India shawls and carriages and horses 
and W orth costumes and perennial balls 
and parties are enjoyed by the elect ? In 
proportion to the audacity of her aspira­ 
tions is the depth of her terrible fall. But 
what could be expected of such a “ crea­ 
tu r e ? ” Clearly she was an adventuress, 
and in the light of these revelations it 
may safely be assumed that she was “ no 
“ better than she ought to be,” before she 
fastened her wicked claw's on to poor old 
Cbristiancy. And there is no mercy for 
her, though there may be some contemptu­ 
ous pity for him. She is, of course, noth­ 
ing less than a “ brazen hussy,” and all 
that the name implies. But it is some 
consolation that she has been found out, 
and that her artful attempts to prove her­ 
self innocent of the dreadful charge 
brought against her have not succeeded. 
Such are the reflections to which a case of 
this kind naturally give rise, and though 
the worthy people who thus discuss the 
couple who occupy the pillory are sure 
to conclude by echoing the Publican’s 
prayer, it is questionable whether, not­ 
withstanding their self-satisfaction, their 
moral natures are really improved by the 
exercise. 
A BARBAROUS MOB MURDER. 
W e published yesterday an account of a 
particularly barbarous mob murder com­ 
mitted in Washington Territory. A man 
of bad reputation, but against whom no 
specific crime seems to have been charged, 
committed the offense of returning to the 
neighborhood he had left some time before. 
It does not appear that he had any other 
purpose than to visit a sister who lived 
there ; but the law-abiding aod respectable 
citizens were so determined not to endure 
his presence that they assembled in force, 
took him out of his sister’s house, and in­ 
continently hanged him to a tree. The 
men w’ho perpetrated this foal murder, for 
it can be called by no other name, are in 
their own eyes good citizens, and doubtless 
think that they have no reason to be 
ashamed of what they have done. It is, 
however, necessary to point out that they 
have committed a capital crime, and that 
every one of them deserves the fate which 
they inflicted upon their helpless victim. 
There is altogether too much of this kind 
of crime prevalent in the country, and it 
ought to be treated with sternness and not 
w’ith cowardly temporizing or flippant 
levity. Those Washington Territory men 
had no more justification for what they 
did than they would have had if instead of 
hanging a man who was innocent in the 
eye of the law, they had plundered a bank. 
Perhaps they would indignantly repel the 
idea that they could be capable of a rob­ 
bery, but we have very little respect for the 
intelligence or the morals of men who are 
above robbery, but not above murder. 
And the fact that they were in a crowd 
does not divide their responsibility. It 
only makes the deed more cowardly. 
Nor is it by such methods that a com­ 
munity can build up a healthy state of 
morals. Such evidences of recklessness in 
regard to the taking of hnman life may 
educate desperadoes and cow-boys, but 
never law-abiding and respectable citi­ 
zens. To hang a man because you think 
that he may do something wrong if he is 
allowed to live, is to repudiate civilization 
altogether, and to adopt a code which 
even savages would shrink from. The 
lynchers of Washington Territory would 
all be in jail to-day, with charges of mur­ 
der recorded against them, if the region in 
which they live was really governed by 
law. And it is quite useless for them to 
protest, now that they have murdered the 
man, that he was a “ desperate character.” 
Such is “ Jedburgh justice,” which con­ 
sists in hanging a man first and trying 
him afterwards ; and though it may have 
passed on the Scottish borders two or 
three centuries ago, it is a style of pro­ 
cedure for which there is no excuse in 
Washington Territory at the present time. 
DILLON CROSSES TEE RUBICON. 
Dillon appears to have gone so far, in 
his speech in the House of Commons on 
Thursday, that the Irish members gener 
ally will find some difficulty in following 
him. He declared himself a Separatist or 
Nationalist, which is to say that he de­ 
mands the dissolution of the Union, and 
the absolute independence of Ireland. 
Now though that programme may be a 
taking one iu some parts of Ireland, it is 
perfectly clear that no Irish party can 
stand upon it and expect any concessions 
from an English Government. For what­ 
ever else the latter may be willing to con­ 
cede, there is no possible English Govern­ 
ment which could entertain the idea of 
separation for twenty-four hours without 
going to pieces under it. This the Irish 
members of course understand perfectly 
well, and it is therefore not surprising 
that many of them should have condemned 
the intemperate characterof Dillon’s speech. 
He has made a declaration which, if it 
were seriously taken up by the Irish party, 
would at once put an end to all hope or 
expectation of an arrangement with the 
Government. It is not to be supposed that 
there are not many Englishmen who would 
be heartily glad of a separation if it were 
possible ; bat since the island of Ireland is 
where it is, the idea is regarded as im­ 
practicable, and it is very certain that no 
change will occur in this conclusion. 
Home rule is one thing. Separation is 
quite another thing. The first is by no 
means impossible, but the latter is. and 
therefore those who declare for separation 
declare for a hopeless end incessant con­ 
flict. 
WAS BROKEN. 
HOW A "CORNER’ 
There was a “ corner ” in meat the other 
day. A slight rise in cattle occurred, and 
the butchers all over the Eastern States, 
and as far west as Chicago, at once under­ 
took to put up the prices upon the public. 
Meat suddenly went up to such rates as 
made the housekeepers stand aghast, and 
the retail dealers thought they were about 
to make their fortunes. But they were 
reckoning without their host. They had 
failed to realize that meat is not a neces­ 
sary, and that in a pinch thousands of 
people both can and will do without it. 
And this is precisely what happened. The 
majority of the consumers being people 
with fixed incomes at once saw that they 
could not afford to buy meat at the en­ 
hanced rates, and they also perceived that 
there were plenty of substitutes for meat 
which could be had cheaply. So they met 
the corner by ceasing to buy beef and m ut­ 


ton, and the greedy butchers, who were 
rubbing their hands over anticipated 
profits, found themselves saddled with a 
great quantity of spoiled meat. No meat 
corner could stand such action as this, and 
as there never had been any justification 
for the rise, it was not particularly diffi­ 
cult to reduce prices again. So the “ boom” 
ia meat subsided as suddenly as it had 
risen, and the batchers have learned a 
lesson in political economy which it is to be 
hoped will do them a great deal of good. 
Veo pie who pat up “ corners” should 
always begin by making sure of their 
market, for without a market the best ar­ 
ranged plan of the kind is certain to come 
to g

THE EGYPTIAN DIFFICULTY. 
The Egyptian difficulty has begun to 
bear hardly upon the Fellahs, as all com­ 
plications of the kind are sure to do. 
They complain that they are taken from 
their agricultural pursuits and from their 
families, and forced into the army, and 
that the arrangements for distributing 
water for irrigation are neglected, and that 
the material interests of the country are 
being eeriously injured. It is probably a 
knowledge of the actual state of affairs 
which has induced the French and English 
Governments to present an ultimatum to 
the Ministry, giving them only twenty-four 
hours to come to a decision. The Ministry 
must now make up their minds as to what 
they will do. Arabi Bey, who has been 
talking very loud, must resolve whether 
he will “ raiBe the country ” or submit 
to the intervention of the powers or the 
Porte, or both. Should he conclude to 
fight, it is probable that the powers will 
at once take active measures for the sup­ 
pression of the Ministry and the heads of 
the army. Arabi Bey has threatened to 
retire into the Citadel at Cairo, and to 
take with him as hostages a number of 
Turkish Pashas, presumably that he may 
kill the latter as a menace to his oppo­ 
nents. It remains to be seen whether he 
will attempt anything of the kind, but if 
he does it is to be hoped that the powers 
will make short w’ork of him. 


THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 
It is said that the President has decided 
on most of the Tariff Commissioners, and 
that the majority of the appointees will be 
gentlemen deeply interested in the mainte­ 
nance of the tariff aa it is. He is said to 
have chosen a great wool manufacturer, a 
great iron-master, and a great cotton mill 
owner, and the other selections reported 
are colorless, or nearly so. There is, how­ 
ever, nothing remarkable in this. It is, 
in fact, just what was anticipated from the 
moment the Tariff Commission was agreed 
upon. 
It is well understood that the 
whole affair ia a device of the Protection­ 
ists, and that they have adopted it for no 
other purpose than to put off that radical 
revision of the tariff which they know is 
demanded, which they cannot meet by ar­ 
gument, and which they have been obliged 
to encounter by this shallow subterfuge. 
And of course it is not to be expected that 
the Commission will be composed of men 
whose inopportune inquiries might inter­ 
fere with the programme of procrastination. 


HYDRAULIC MINING 
A M ountaineer Presents the M iners’ View 
of the Question. 
D utch F lat, May 24, 1882. 
The summit of Spaulding’s Peak, one of 
the giant steps of the Sierras, formed by 
mountain piled upon mountain, it being 
about half the ascent to the Summit, affords 
one of the most extensive sights ever com­ 
passed in one view, and is soul-jpspiring in 
its beauty, diversity aud grandeur. Around 
its base, in the picturesque mountain valleys, 
are numerous fruit orchards, presenting the 
appearance of vast flower-gardens, inter­ 
spersed with green fields and surrounded by 
forest ranges. Several huge mining reser­ 
voirs nestle like miniature lakes among the 
h.lls. A little further down the descending 
scene lie the mining villages of 
DUTCH FLAT AND GOLD BUN, 
In their most prepossessing spring attire. 
Around them are the water ditches, flumes 
and iron pipes of prodigious size, the latter 
crawling down the mountain sides like mon­ 
ster serpents. Scattered here and there are 
the scalped hills of the hydraulic mining dis­ 
tricts, illustrating what a disfigurement of 
neauty is a bald head. 
The lofty forest- 
decked peaks Burround the glistening rock 
piles, making the contrast most conspicuous. 
The Central Paeific Railroad, like a scar on 
the face of beautiful nature, comes creeping 
up the grand pile of mountains, winding 
around the hills, diving through obstructing 
ridges, leaping across deep canyons, ever 
onward and upward, till lost to sight where 
it plunges into the Giant’s Gap. In the dim 
distance lies the great Sacramento valley, 
coursed with rivers, spotted with cities and 
towns, and skirted in the far-away back­ 
ground by the coast range. The sceBe is en­ 
livened by trains of cars creeping over 
THE TORTUOUS ROUTE, 
The smoke curling over and above them, the 
distance and surroundings making them ap­ 
pear like insects, their movements being 
barely perceptible. The hydraulic giant in 
the nearer prospect, with its graceful curve, 
rainbow hue, and Niagara roar, rivets the 
attention of the observer. In its god-like 
power, the water, wben concentrated, tears 
down the mountain with its escaping strength 
and carries it off, separating the materials of 
which it is composed, vomiting the worthless 
debris into the canyons, and only retaining 
the precious particles of gold. This at once 
being put iato circulation, its effect is felt 
throughout the world in every grade of soci­ 
ety, from driving want from the door of the 
poor, to saving a nation in its struggle for 
existence. Included in this view is a vast 
section of the great mining industry ; to the 
extreme right is Ghalk Bluff, Red Dog, You 
Bet and Gouge Lye; iu a southerly direc­ 
tion are seen Little York, Izjwell Hill, 
Dutch Flat, Nary Red, Gold Run and Indi­ 
ana Hill. These mining districts have given 
to the world hundred* of millions of dollars. 
River canyons and ravines were first made 
to deliver up the precious ingredient. With 
pick, shovel and pan thousands and thou­ 
sands of the ambitious from every land dug 
and delved, tbeir reward being unparalleled 
in history. 
These natural streams were 
Nature’s sluice boxes, concentrating the gold 
through the 
AGES OF NATURAL WAHH, 
And were soon cleaned up by the vast horde 
of gold-seekers. Then man’s ingenuity 
copied nature and made sluice-boxes, de­ 
veloping the remaining deposits of gold-bear­ 
ing gravel, improving their methods by expe­ 
rience, advancing and enlarging as oppor­ 
tunity and necessity suggested, and finally 
developed the grand hydraulic system <*f to­ 
day, with its great labor-saving giant, water­ 
power derrick, and improved explosives to 
pulverize and handle the masses of material, 
together with perfected fl imes, undercur­ 
rents and riffles for saving the gold, and other 
innumerable appliances and means familiar 
to minA-s. Should they be reproached for 
so improving on primitive methods that they 
accomplish in days what would otherwise 
take years of toil? Is not the right to mice 
aa well established as the right to farm ? Tbe 
farmer must plow his fields, the miner rou«t 
wash his. Both are secured in their right* 
by custom and necessity—neither by statu­ 
tory law. Both by their methods in some in­ 
stances infringe upon private rights, but it 
does not follow that they have not the right 
to plow or wash, for the private right must 
give w ay to THE PUBLIC GOOD. 
The gravel must be wa-hed to extract the 
gold, the material must be dumped irto tbe 
streams. Do we need gold ? Do we want the 
miner to take cut but a load a day, getting 
for hia labor only enough for a mere exist­ 


ence, when it is iiossible not only to exist, but 
to become wealthy and give to the present 
generation the much-needed gold, putting no 
more debris Into the streams *han if done by 
the mcst primitive methods occupying ages ? 
The wild sILken* agitator, like the hull in­ 
furiated from seeing blood, can only see dam­ 
age resulting from miring, and bellowp that 
tne mines inm-t and shall be feto^ped, and 
without reason or knowledge, pictures futxire 
ruin from hydraulic mining, including the 
total^ destruction of the navigable rivers, 
burying the entire valley under debris, filling 
up the bay and harbor of San Francisco, and 
next will proclaim the great Pacific ocesn 
will be turned iato a hydraulic dump, and it 
too destroyed for navigable purposep, and 
eventually be tbe means of affording an ea*y 
access for Chinese invasion and conquest. 
. 
NO DAMAGE 
Whatever has yet been doDe to San Fran­ 
cisco bay by mining operations, nor is there 
any possibility of its ever being done. Its 
great distance from the mines, an immense 
level plain intervenitg, renders it impossible 
for the detritus to be carried there but in so­ 
lution. Investigations have proved that the 
mud flats of^ the bay arc almost entirely 
caused by agricultural disturbance of the soil. 
The destruction of the navigable rivers from 
hydraulic mining is also impossible. Thie in­ 
dustry does not increase the flow of water ; 
on the contrary, it stores it during the fl >od 
season, and adds materially to the flow at low 
water when it ia most needed. Depth of 
water is the essential to a navigable river, 
and whether the bed is ten feet higher or 
lower, does not matter, if it is confined to iis 
channel and the volume retained. Th'^re Is 
no question of damage to this essential from 
mining operations. It is true lands are cov­ 
ered, levees have had to be built, and im­ 
provements have been destroyed. But the 
land ho covered again makes 
GOOD AND PRODUCTIVE BOIL, 
In most instances better than the original. 
Then only the improvements, not the iasd, 
can be charged as destroyed. Even tne land 
near the foothills, now overflowed with coarse 
tailings, prelecting a deaert-like appearance, 
will, in the future, have its use, and be of 
great value. Neither will the damage in the 
future be as great aa in the past if mining is 
continued indefinitely. Hydraulic mining, 
until recent years, his beeu aimoft exclusively 
confined to the turface gravel, which is com­ 
posed mostly i f clay, sand and loam, the per­ 
centage of rock being comparatively small. 
The rivers, canyons and ravines have been 
filled with this material for years, Bear river 
alone being tilled by one nnticuom deposit 
for twelve miles, rangtDg in depth from fifty 
to two hundred feet, and in width from three 
hundred feet to half a mile, and continues in 
a descending proportion, except in occasional 
canyons, where the bed is narrow ai.d the 
banks precipitous, until it reaches the plains. 
Yet of this vast supply of 
SURFACE GRAVEL 
The floods have moved only the lighter por­ 
tion. which, reaching the low grades of the 
valley, fcav6 there deposited only that in 
solution, and the lightest sands being carried 
farther, filling the beds and low places along 
the rivers. The same power that carried it 
down the valley will again pick it up when 
the volume is sufficient, thus scouring its own 
bed. But the water will not move the coarser 
material after it reaches the valley grade, its 
specific gravity being greater than the sur­ 
rounding soil. 
The science of hydraulics 
teaches us that water will act on that which 
cffers the least resistance. Tbe surface gravel 
having been washed off some years ago, the 
tendency of the navigable rivers have 6ince 
been to scour their beds, bscause the princi­ 
pal washing now being done is on the bottom 
lead, which is comp' sed of very heavy ce­ 
mented material, the larger portion being 
rock. It requires emrainus heads of water 
and steep grades to move this deposit, and 
when dumped into the broad streams where 
THE WATER SPREADING, 
Loses its power, it there remains covering the 
former deposit, and acting as a ballast, re­ 
tarding the flow of debris to tbe valley. The 
hydraulic mines are now tenefitjng the 
farmer on the same principle that they would 
be benefited if some one would pave with- 
rock the loose deposit diw in the streams. 
This is exactly what the hydraulic miners ure 
now doing, as a visit to our mountain river 
beds will prove. Another erroneous impres­ 
sion prevailing among seme uninformed per­ 
sons is, that the entire Sierra Nevada moun­ 
tains will eventually he hurled upon tbe val­ 
ley. W hat is the fact? The gold-bearirg 
deposit is merely a river channel cf a few 
hundred feet in width, aud from thirty to 
three hundred feet in depth, which extends 
from north to south along the mountain sides, 
being no more in comparison with the moun­ 
tain range than the quartz vein is to the 
mount-tin in which it is lucated. A carelui 
view of the entire situation will convince any 
competent person that there is 
A PRACTICAL SOLUTION 
Of the whole question, whereby all interests 
will be protected. There is ample room in 
the beds cf the rivers before any valuable 
agricultural lands are reached to impound all 
the debris now in, or remaining to be washed 
into the streams. The brush dams have 
failed to answer the purpose. Rock dame 
will prove impracticable, as will also blast­ 
ing down the sides of the mountains. The 
dams should be built where the grades are 
light and the banks distant, to give capacity 
and , avoid great hight. The brush dam 
system was the correct idea, but would net 
stand the freshets. This can he overcome 
by pile dam?, the piles being driven suffi­ 
ciently close together for strength, securing 
an even surface by bolting logs on top, facing 
the piles with plank to hold the d- bris, and 
strengthening with guys, or by a second line 
of piles. Any hight can be safely reached 
by several lines of dams in terraces, thus 
preventing the possibility of undermining the 
foundation, which might occur from a great 
hight at one fall. This plan is not theoreti­ 
cal, as the writer has planned and super­ 
intended the building of such a dam, which 
now stands across Bear river, near Colfax. 
It has stood the teet, and no flood can re­ 
move it. Let the effort be made. Experi­ 
ence will teach what is best. 
IT IB ONLY A OUESTION OF MEANS. _ 
The end is protection to the farmer and im­ 
munity to the miner. It is unjust to expect 
the miner of to-day to take care of the tail­ 
ings of the early miner. The whole world 
has been enriched by his work, and is it not 
the duty of the Government to make a small 
expenditure to avert the injury resulting 
from it ? Make the showing, and there will 
be no difficulty in getting the aid. Waste no 
morn money aud effort in a suicidal war on 
your friends. Unite with them for the com­ 
mon good. Reflect. Be open to conviction, 
and act wisely. In the words of an old 
writer, “ It is a pleasure to stand on the 
shore and to see ships t >?sed upon the sea ; a 
pleasure to stand in the window of a castle 
and see a battle and the adventures thereof ; 
but no pleasure is comparable to standing on 
the vantage ground of truth (a hill not to be 
commanded, and where the air is always 
clear and serene), and to see the errors and 
wanderings and mists and tempests in the 
vale below, so always that this prospect be 
with pity and not with swelling or pride. 
Certainly it is heaven upon earth to have a 
man’s mind move in charity, rest in Provi­ 
dence and turn ou the poles of truth.”

THE BOARD OF TRADE AND THE CLOSED 
RAILROAD. 


A t a meeting of the Board of Trade of this 
city, held on Thursday afternoon, the follow­ 
ing address was adopted, and directed to be 
furnished to the Record-U nion for publica­ 
tion : 
The Board of Trade of the City of Sacra­ 
mento desires to make public expression con­ 
cerning the nnfortunate condition in which 
the Sacramento and Placerville Railroad line 
is now placed. 
Consequent upon litigation that appears to 
be very far from approaching its conclusión, 
the road has been for two years and more in 
the hands of a receiver appointed for the evi­ 
dent purpose of operating it, but which pur­ 
pose he has wholly failed to carry ->ut. ^ 
The road is one of the commercial lines of 
great importance to the trade of this city. 
By reason of its clrsure, the trade and busi­ 
ness of this city suffers, and the failure to 
operate inflicts pecuniary loss upon the mer­ 
chants ami manufacturers of Sacrameuto. 
Great as is this loss, it is not to be compared 
to that visited upon the citizens making this 
complaint—the people represented by this 
Board and the r< nidentsof El Dorado county, 
and the people dependent upou the road for 
transportation of the products of the soil. 
Relying in good faith upon the operation 
of this railroad, the people along its line and 
in all the section.affected by it, made invest­ 
ments and prosecuted industries, in all of 
which the element of value had close rela­ 
tionship to the continued aud regular opera­ 
tion of the railway, and hence to fail to do 
so is to punish a people who have had uo 
share or part in the quarrel that has brought 
about the litigation now hampering the road. 
Iu the opinion of this Board, tu continue a 
receiver in power whose acts prove conclu­ 
sively that he does not intend to operate the 
road, is to inflict a public injury, and is, in 
our judgment, a judicial proceeding that 
amounts to a denial of public justice by un­ 
warrantable delay to press to a conclusion the 
litigation making that officer a necessity. 
While this Board takes no side in the case, 
and must be presumed to know nothing con­ 
cerning the legal status of the relative rights 
of the parties, yet to it, it is inconceivable 
how either side to the contest can be injured 
by the operation of the road pending the pro­ 
ceedings in the Courts. 
This Board suggests 
that the litigation referred to is now in its 
third year, and that the failure of the Court 
to compel the parties to bring their issues to 
trial, and to work a release of the road from 
ruinous quiescence, 
a 
reproach 
to 
our 
judicial system. 
No sufficient reason 
been made public for a delay, which, judged 
by the past, the people may reasonably con­ 
clude will extend into the indefinite future. 
This Board hereby extends its sincere sym­ 
pathy to the people of El Dorado and Ama­ 
dor counties, who are made, by the closing of 
the road, the innocent victims of tedious aud 
inexplicable delays of the law'. 


Suicide.—Yesterday morning the citizens 
of Sacramento were horrified by the news 
that at 7 o’clock that morning Charles W. 
Rapp, a prominent merchaut and highly 
esteemed gentleman, had taken his own life 
by shooting himself though the head with a 
larce-eized Smith k Wesson revolver. 
The 
occurrence took place at the residence >f 
deceased on Tenth street, between K and L. 
E. C. Humphrey was passing by at the time, 
and hearing the shot went into the house, 
and in an upper room found a ghastly sight. 
The deceased was lying on the flaor, the 
pistol near him, with one chamber empty, 
and blood was scattered over the carpet. 
He 
found 
a 
terri la 
wound 
in 
the 
right temple and another where the ball had 
passed out on the opposite side of the head. 
Life was already extinct. 
Other persons 
carne in immediately, aud Coroner Vermilya 
was sent for at once. 
Appearances indicated 
that deceased stood before a mirror when he 
fired the fatal shot. 
The bullet was found 
upon the floor in the room. 
Deceased had 
just eaten his breakfast aud was preparing to 
go down to his business as usual, and no one 
realized that deceased was in any way de­ 
spondent or out of his usual frame of mind. 
Thursday he borrowed the pistol from a clerk, 
saying he was going to shoot rats. 
A t that 
time there was nothing in his conduct to lead 
anyone to suppose that anything was wrong 
with him. 
Before leaving the store that day 
he complained of being unwell and of suffer­ 
ing from a headache. 
People who met him 
Thursday say he was in his usual jovial, 
cheerful mood. 
Nothing is known of the 
causes that led to the rash act, although sev­ 
eral rumors were afloat concerning that point. 
Coroner Vermilya took charge of the body, 
and will hold an inquest at lu o’clock a m. 
to-day. 
Deceased was a native of New York, 
aged 48 years, and was a member of the 
Knights of Honor, and has resided and been 
engaged in business in Sacramento about 
twenty years. 
Me leaves a widow, but no 
children. 


W a n t t o G e t O u t.—Ross and Cooke, the 
confidential persons mentioned in yesterday’s 
issue of the R e c o r d - U n io n as having been 
arrested for being implicated in the m atter of 
pawning a counterfeit gold bar to a China­ 
man at Truckee, want to get out ot jail. 
In 
pursuance of this wish their attorney, I. S. 
Brown, tiled their petition for a writ of 
habeas corpus, and Judge Der.son directed a 
writ to issue, returnable at 10 o’clock this 
morning, to Chief of Police Karcher, direct­ 
ing that officer to produce the bodies of peti­ 
tioners in Court. 
This writ has been duly 
served and its order will be obeyed by the 
Chief, who will make return to the writ that 
he holds the prisoners under and by virtue of 
warrants duly issued upon complaints charg­ 
ing them with having committed the crime of 
grand larceny. 
They will doubtless be re­ 
manded into the custody of the officer to 
await their examination upon the charge.

A correspondent says a monster dredging 
machine haw just been completed at Isleton, 
which is a masterpiece of mechanism. 
It 
has been on the ways for a little over two 
months. 
William Gwynn, of Sacramento, 
the owner of the patent and the superintend­ 
ent of its construction, cannot be awarded 
too much praise for the zeal he ba* used in 
pushing ahead its construction. Jay Walker, 
of Sacramento, is master mechanic of the 
wood structure, and George S. Bonney is 
chief engineer and blacksmith, both of them 
being mechanics of high reputation, 
Mr. 
Gwynn has studied the levee interests on the 
Sacramento river for some years past. 
A t 
one time he wa* a large land-holderon Grand 
Island. 
This machine was constructed to 
work as well in the dry earth as in sloughs 
or beds of rivers, and upon trial was proven 
successful beyond all anticipation, taking for 
the first load a solid yard of earth. 
The 
dipper is made from 
the beet of sheet 
steel, 
with 
wrought 
iron 
hangers, 
which makes it much more serviceable 
and durable than one in the machine used on 
the Lisbon district levee, near Clarksburg. 
This machine is capable of hoisting about 
2,000 yards of earth every twenty-four hours, 
and will build a levee with a base of 100 feet 
and 40 feet in bight. 
It is expected that 
another one will be built here this summer 
for Brannan Island district, and one or more 
for Sherman Island district, and if properly 
used will be of material benefit to navigation 
on the rivers which are filled up by debris, 
and will reclaim a vast amount of good laud 
at the same time. 
Parties contemplating 
building levees should go and see this ma­ 
chine and examine its work before using 
Chinese labor to tuild their levees.

A. Moore is the name given the machine by 
Mr. Gwynn, in honor of the principal land­ 
owner of the district.

T h e P o s t a l C a r d . — The idea of the 
postal card is said to have originated w ith 
a German State official, Dr. O. Stephan. 
A ustria was the first country to adopt it, 
beginning in 
1869, and the first three 
m onths’ trial saw 2,930,000 cards passed 
through the mails. 
Germany followed the 
example of A ustria in 1876, and the first 
day after the introduction of the card, 
45,468 were sent from Berlin alone. 
Dur­ 
ing the Franco-Prussian war the postal 
card acquired great popularity in both ar­ 
mies. 
The U nited States is the great con­ 
sum er of postal cards, the number used 
annually being nat far short of 23,000,000. 
All Europe uses about 350,000.000 annu­ 
ally. 
There are now said to be seventy- 
three countries which have adopted the 
pOBtal card, and in the one which first 
adopted it, Austria, we are informed th at 
the card is of the poorest m aterial and most 
inconvenient form.

BRIEF SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 


Spirited meetings of the Leagues of De­ 
liverance continue to be held. 
The new Superintendent of the M int 
will take possession on the 1st of July. 
Ah Kee. a domestic, who fell from a 
window M onday, has died from his in­ 
juries. 
The Occidental and Oriental steam er 
Oceanic is expected hourly w ith a cargo of 
coolies. 
Jam es Jones has been arrested for forg­ 
ing a name to a worthless mining stock he 
tried to sell. 
Gustav Videau, a native of California, 
28 years of age, and married, has been ap­ 
pointed to the regular police force. 
Mrs. M ary B. W oodward, who was shot 
by Dr. W oodward, and who was reported 
suffering from blood poisoning, is im prov­ 
ing. 
Of the 51 w heat ships cleared from this 
port last January 23 have arrived out. 
Sixteen of them made their trips in 105 to 
130 days. 
S. Milton Brown, the Missourian who 
swindled W illiam Mills out of $300, has 
been sent to the House of Correction for 
six months. 
The railroad authorities state the depart­ 
ures of Chinese eastward the past month 
have not averaged more than ten a day, 
Consul Bee to the contrary notw ithstand­ 
ing.

Town, who in 1836 wa» a salesman in the 
noted house of A rthur Tappan & Co., and 
who is spending the evening of his life in 
Stonington, Conn., gives an interesting 
reminiscence concerning the death of Aaron 
Burr. 
“ Being greatly fatigued by my 
duties,” writes Mr. Town, “ I resolved to 
take a sail down the bay to get the fresh 
air. 
To this end I wended my way to the 
ferry-house for Staten Island. 
W hen we 
reached Richmond I left the boat, and, if 
my memory serves me well, was the only 
person to get off at the landing, and there 
met the proprietor of the hotel and walked 
with him to the house. 
On our way up I 
asked him for the news of the day, when 
he rem arked to me th a t Aaron Burr died 
a t his house the last night. 
This was to 
me news of great interest, and I asked 
him if I could view the remains. 
He very 
readily complied w ith my request, and I 
followed him up one flight of stairs and en­ 
tered quite a small room with very little 
furniture in it, and there on the bed laid 
out was the body of Aaron Burr. 
I took a 
chair and sat by t i e bedeide for some 
tim e looking a t his rem ains and turning 
over in my mind his wondeiful life and 
history as it was known to all readers of 
th a t day. 
I asked the proprietor of the 
house if many of his friends were present 
at his death. 
He answered th a t in the 
afternoon of the day of his death a lady 
dressed in m ourning w ith a little girl 
called to see him ; but he (the proprietor) 
did not know who she was, and he men­ 
tioned no other persons as being present.”

The subject of alkali soils being of par­ 
ticular interest to many of the farmers in 
California, and also closely connected with 
the ascent of the capillary water of soils, 
deserves to be treated somew hat in detail. 
“ In California the terra alkali,’ sayB Pro­ 
fessor Hilgard in his report for 1SS0, “ ib 
applied alm ost indiscrim inately to all soils 
containing an unusual am ount of soluble 
mineral soils, whose presence is frequently 
made apparent by the * eiilorescence, or 
blooming out on the surface, of a white 
powder or crust, soluble in water. 
The 
presence and action of alkali in the surface 
soil is due to the fixation of the soluble 
alkali m atter from the liquids of the soil, 
on or near the surface of the soil, and where 
its presence is m o st apparent and injurious. 
Chemically, and considered according to 
their rajuriousr.ess, alkalies are of three 
grades. 
(1.) N eutral alkaline salts, as 
common salt, Clauber a salt (sulphate of 
soda), and other sulphates. 
These salts, 
as the name implies, are n e u tra l; th at is, 
the amounts of alkali and acid composing 
them are such as to mutually neutralize the 
alkalinity or acidity. 


THESK NEUTRAL SALTS 
Are only directly injurious to vegetation 
when present in very large quantities. 
Being neutral 
i. e., the base and acid ex­ 
actly counterbalancing each o th e r— we 
cannot improve their effects upon tae soil 
by any available chemical means. 
The 
only remedy, therefore, is to remove them 
from the sod. 
This can be done by artifi­ 
cial washing, or by opening a good system 
of drains and then leaving the spring rains 
to do the rest. 
(2 ) “ Soluble earthy and 
metallic sulphates and chlorides, such aa 
ep«om Balt (sulphate of magnesia), sulphate 
of calcium, chloride of calcium, etc. These 
are not generally the most troublesome of 
the alkalies ; nor are they so easily washed 
from, the soil as are those of the first class. 
Tnc remedy, which depends upon a chem­ 
ical reaction, is the addition of lime. 
Toe 
lime is reduced to the caustic state by the 
w ater it meets in the soil, and immediately 
combines w ith the alkalies, w ith the forma­ 
tion of much less injurious compounds. (3.) 
The last class of alkalies is made up of the 
carbonates and borates of the alkali bases. 
Of all the alkalies they, and especially the 
first, are the most injurious ; and are what 
may be term ed the “ true a lk a li’ salts. 
They are from ten to tw enty tim es as in­ 
jurious as the other alkalies, and their pres­ 
ence in tne euriace soil, even in very small 
quantities, is very 
injurious to crops, 
especially shallow-rooted ones. 
They are 
very soluble in water, and hence, like 
those ef the fir>t class, may be removed by 
leaching. 
But the easiest m ethod of doing 
away with their corrosiveness is to neutral­ 
ize them by the addition of gypsum (pias­ 
ter, sulphate of lime). 
The eulphuric acid 
of the gypsum drives off the carbonic or 
boric acid of the alkali and combines w ith 
the base to form neutral alkali sulphates. 
This is comparatively uniojurious except 
in very large quantities, and may remain 
in the soil in considerable quantities w ith­ 
out apparent damage. 
In applying 
MINERAL MATTERS 
To the soil for the purpose of neutralizing 
or acting chemically upon any ingredients 
of the soil care m ust be taken to apply 
them shortly before a rain ; for w ithout 
liquid contact no chemical changes will 
take place. 
Now having seen w hat the 
“ alkalies” are composed of, and hinted at 
their remedies, let us notice the method of 
their formation and accumulation in and 
on the surface soil. 
W e have seen th at 
they are fixed solid m atter from the alka­ 
line solution of the soil. 
They m ust there­ 
fore have been either fixed from the de­ 
scending or ascending liquids. If they were 
fixed from the descending liquids they 
would have been carried below tne surface 
aod more generally distributed in the 
earth 
above 
the constant water line ; 
instead 
cf 
accum ulating 
on 
the 
surface 
aa 
an 
“ efflorescence.” 
I t 
is 
evident, 
therefore, 
th at 
they 
m ust 
have been brought to the surface by the 
ascending capillary water, and left behind 
as a solid residue by the evaporating 
water. 
W e see, therefore, th a t the effects 
of alkali depends upon the am ount and 
rapidity of evaporation ; on the total quan­ 
tity of alkali p resen t; and on the quality 
of the alkali salts. 
1. W e have seen th at 
the am ount of evaporation depends upon 
the state of the atmosphere ; kind of soil, 
and the am ount of water in the soil. 
The 
effects of the alkali from evaporation must 
be variable writh the different conditions 
and seasons. 
We all know th at alkali 
only becomes risible and is most injurious 
during the heat of summer. 
This is owing 
to the fact th at 


THE CAPILLARY ASCENT OF WATER, 
And its evaporation is here most rapid ; 
and because the alkali of the liquids is left 
on or near the surface, where its action will 
be most direct and injurious. 
T hat the 
kind of soil also influences the effects of 
the alkali is also well known. 
The same 
percentage of alkali in a coarse sand will 
rise more quickly to the surface, be more 
apparent and more injurious than it would 
in a fine soil. 
These effects depend main­ 
ly upon the rapidity of evaporation. 
T hat 
the evaporation depends on the am ount of 
moisture present is so apparent as to need 
no further notice. 
If the am ount of alka­ 
line solutions in a soil subject to evapora­ 
tion is large, the deposit of alkali on the 
surface m ust be correspondingly large. 
Of 
oonrse the immediate effects depend on the 
quality as well as the quantity oi the alkali 
present. 
The injuriousness 
may 
be 
lessened by thorough and deep tillage ; 
for as the alkali 
accumulates 
on the 
surface 
and 
is 
oniy 
injurious 
when 
present there ia considerable quantities, it 
may be literally diluted by mixing the sur­ 
face layer, and which contains the most of 
the acting alkali, w ith the earth taken to 
a depth of ten to eighteen inches. 
By this 
simple dilution the alkali is often rendered 
too weak to do any harm. 
But as during 
evaporation it is constantly rising to the 
surface again, it is evident th at tne soil 
m ust be kept tilled and thoroughly mixed. 
Cultivation reduces the evaporation and 
hence we can both dilute the alkali and re­ 
tard its rise to the surface by frequent cul 
tivation. 
I t is of the first importance, 
therefore, th at soils containing alkali should 
be kept in a loose and friable condition, 
and th at they should be plowed several 
tim es during the summer season. 


UNDER-DRAINAGE 
Also ameliorates the effect of alkali, first, 
by allowing it to be washed o at and car­ 
ried off during the rainy season; and, 
second, by removing the “ water table ” or 
line of constant water to such a depth as 
to prevent much of the alkali of the soil 
from reaching the surface. 
I t ia evident 
th a t even if a soil contains only a small 
am ount of alkali, but is irrigated with 
waver which contains alkali in solution, 
tL A by the succesive fixation of the solid 
m v/.er of the irrigating water sufficient 
alkali will soon be accumulated to very 
perceptibly injure the crops. 
This result 
Las already been reached in the lower part 
of the State where irrigation has been in­ 
judiciously practiced. 
The Mussel slough 
country suffers greatly from the alkali which 
has been brought there by uo other agent 
than the “ p o ia o D o u s ” irrigation waters. In 
order to point cu t the difference in this 
respect which may be encountered in ( li­ 
ferent waters of this State, I will refer to 


the analyses given in the article on the 
“ Lake and River W aters of the Great 
Valley, aud Their Quality for Irrigation 
Purposes,” in the 
report 
of Professor 
Hilgard to the Regents of the University. 
The article, as a whole, is of great inter­ 
est to all farmers ; but particularly so to 
those of the lower part of the State, and 
of other sections where irrigation is being 
practiced. 
The information given could 
not have been procured except under the 
direction of an inexperienced agricultural 
chemist, and after a long series of expensive 
and difficult analyses. 
It is by such inves­ 
tigations as these that our communities 
must be benefited by the resources which 
the States places in the hands of experi­ 
enced scientists, and which will in time all 
yield paying returns. 
As fast as th«se in­ 
vest.gat ions are published they should 


AT LEAST BE READ 
By all interested farmers, otherwise they 
will not have fully accomplished the de­ 
sired end. The water of Kern riverditch was 
found to contain 9.(52 grains of solid ma­ 
terial to each gallon ; th a t of Kern lake 
211 50 grains per gallon ; Tulare lake S. 193 
grains : Ix>a Angeles river 17.53 grains per 
gallon ; hacrainento river G.Ü9 ; and King’s 
river 4 13 grains per gallon. 
If we take 
the water oí King’s river as a standard of 
pure water, it would not furnish alkali 
enough in a hall century to m aterially in­ 
jure the soil. 
We can readily sec that the 
water of Kern lake, w ith its 211.5 grains 
of solid m atter per gallon, m ust be almost 
a brine. 
Since carbonate of soda is the 
most active of the alkalis found, we will 
only give the relative am ount of it which 
was found in the different samples of 
water, and would recommend all who are 
interested in the subject of irrigation to 
procure a copy of the report and read the 
entire article for themselves, as it would 
be folly to expect to give even the conclu­ 
sions in the few lines we can devote to it. 
The water of Kern river ditch contained 
1.23 grains per gallon of carbonate of soda : 
Tulare lake 35 30 grains per gallen; Sacra­ 
mento river 10.83 grains, and Kings river 
only .0,003 of a grain per gallon. 
To illus­ 
trate the difference in the value of waters 
for irrigation purposes, which was my in­ 
tention, I can do no better than to insert a 
paragraph from the article in question. 
Professor Hilgard says: “ Comparing the 
w ater of Kings river w ith th at of Kern 
river, we find that, in the latter, the aggre­ 
gate am ount of solid residue in the water 
is less than one-half th a t found in Kern 
river. 
This, however, is doubtless largely 
due to the season at which the water was 
taken, it being then greatly diluted with 
snow water. 
For purposes of comparison 
we should probably 
DOUBLE ALL FIGURES] 
Given for King’s river, thus raising the 
total solid contents of both to nearly the 
same figures. 
But even on this basis we 
find th at the am ount of carbonate of soda 
in King’s river w ater is u tterly insignifi­ 
cant, being not one hnndredth of a grain 
per gallon, against about one and one- 
quarter grains per gallon of Kern river 
water, while on the same assumption the 
percentage of other salts ia about the same 
in both. 
Of Kern river he says: “ A9 
regards Kern river, the coincident result of 
the analyses of the two different samples 
may be taken as conclusive ; and those 
using its waters should keep in mind th at 
the evaporation adds annually to the alkali 
already in the soil a small but appreciable 
amount, which in some cases may after a 
few years prove * the Btraw that breaks the 
camel's b a.k 
and that, therefore, 8 me of 
the means mentioned above as remedies 
against this kind of alkali especially should be 
currently employed to keep it in abeyance. 
Tillage after irrigation, the planting of 
deep-rooted crops instead of gram, and the 
nse of gypsum as a neutralize; of the w ortt 
ingredient—the carbonate of soda 
are the 
means th at suggest themselves as most 
feasible ; while sub-irrigation, and especi­ 
ally the leaching out of the alkali from 
tim e to tim e by long-continued flooding, 
and under-drainage, are 
more 
radical 
measures for future use.” 
From the fore­ 
going it is evident that the quality of water 
used in irrigation is of 


THE UTMOST IMPORTANCE. 
But this direct addition of alkali to the 
soil is not the only way in which irrigation 
water helps to aocnmulate the alkali in the 
snrface soil. 
From the soluble nature of 
the alkali salts the subsoil is often largely 
impregnated w ith them , when the soil may 
contain so little as to be uninjurious to 
vegetation. 
In such soils the downward 
flow of liquid w ater has preponderated 
over the capillary rise. 
Th<? reason for 
this accum ulation in the subsoil is most 
probably th at the perm anent moisture was 
at such a depth below the surface th at the 
capillary power of the soil was too feeble 
to bring the w ater to the surface, and the 
summer rainfall was so light as to hardly 
ever wet the subsoil to any great depth. 
Such soils, soon after irrigation, and which 
had previously shown no evidence of a su­ 
perabundance of alkali, were found to he 
covered with a white coat of alkali of suffi­ 
cient strength to seriously injure the grain 
crops. 
This accumulation on the surface 
was owing to the fact th at during irriga­ 
tion the earth was saturated w ith water to 
a depth of ten to tw enty feet, so that when 
the surface evaporation set in the water 
began to rise to the surface, bringing w ith 
it and depositing on the surface much 
alkali which had previously been securely 
locked up in the lower strata of the sub­ 
soiL 
Such soils, and which require a large 
am ount of water for 


SURFACE IRRIGATION, 
Unless properly and understanding^ irri­ 
gated, will soon be completely marred, and 
will leave the farmer no alternative but to 
thoroughly leach the alkali from his Boil 
or to neutralize it by the heavy applica­ 
tion of the proper m ineral salts. 
But 
even this last method cannot be regarded 
as an infallible remedy for the accumula­ 
tion of the alkali from the subsoil ; for the 
neutral alkali salts formed daring the 
chemical combinations which take place, 
although not so injurious as the first, will 
soon accum ulate to such an extent in the 
surface soil as to poison the soil to crops ; 
and when the am ount of alkali in the sub­ 
soil is large, will eventually have to be re­ 
moved by leaching. 
In 
sections 
of 
the 
country 
where 
the 
lands 
are 
saturated 
by 
heavy 
rains 
during 
the 
summer 
m onths’ 
the 
damage 
from 
alkali 
is 
generally very slight. 
Under such conditions the soil may even 
contain a very large per cent, of alkali, 
but which is, as often as heavy rains occur 
during the summer, washed back for some 
distance from the surface into the subsoil. 
By this simple washing back by summer 
rains many soils highly impregnated w ith 
alkali can be successfully cultivated. The 
best practical 
available rem edy for al­ 
kali soils, where sufficient pure water can­ 
not be had to thoroughly leach the soil, is 
to keep them in a state of thorough 
tillage. 
In other words, never allow a 
crust to form over the surface of the 
ground. 
For we have seen, when speak­ 
ing of the capillary power of soils, that 
the rapidity of rise, and hence rapidity of 


LOSS BY EVAPORATION 
Was greatly increased by tam ping the soil ; 
and this is exactly w hat follows when a 
crust forms by the baking of the surface. 
As the water rises to the surface through 
the crust it is immediately carried off by 
evaporation, and m ust be as surely replaced 
by w ater drawn up from below. 
Since 
evaporation takes place only from the sur­ 
face, the am ount of water passing off de­ 
pends entirely upon the nature of the sur­ 
face c ru st; and if a crust is formed it will 
cause as much water to be lost as if the 
soil had a crust of several feet in thickness 
instead of only a few inches. 
Therefore, 
by k e :ping the soil well tilled t ie loss by 
evaporation is greatly lessened, the am ount 
of alkali accum ulated on the surface is 
decreased, and the physical conditions im ­ 
parted to the soil arc those which a re be> t 
adapted to plant-grow th and development. 
I t is also evident th at much may bo duai 


to ameliorate the effects of alkali by plant 
ing suitable crops. 
In planting crops on 
alkali Boils we should aim to secure those 
which present surface evaporation, and 
which derive their moisture largely from 
the subsoil. 
Crops which will allow of 
summer cultivation of the soil are best 
adapted to alkali lands, and deep-rooted 
ones come next. 
The corrosive action of 
the alkali and the absence of surface water 
is best withstood by these crops. 
Grains 
do not fulfill either of the above conditions, 
and are therefore liable to be easily effected 
by alkali. 
As long as our farmers have al­ 
falfa, root crops, fruit, and may in time 
profitably cultivate jute, hemp and the 
castor bean in quantities, they should not 
despair of utilizing their alkali soils.

Toe object of the 
meeting was to discuss the question of dis­ 
pensing with Chinese laborers. The Com­ 
mittee on Constitution and By-laws and 
Plans cf Action submitted as a report the 
object of the Association to be the protection 
of white labor against the Güines*?. The 
name of the Association shall be the “ Boot, 
Shoe and Leather Dealers’ White La­ 
bor Protective Association.” Tne fol­ 
lowing was submitted as a pledge : 
“ We, the undersigned, solemnly pledge 
our word of honor that on and after June 1, 
1882, we will not purchase any goods manu­ 
factured by Chinese, nor from any one who 
employs Chinese ; and on and afcer August 
4, 1882, we will not purchase any goods from 
any person who deals in Chinese-made goods.” 
The meeting was ad Ires sed by a number of 
prominent wholesale dealers, and the ques­ 
tion was generally aiscussed.

SocieiyinNpw York, havingu.nally run its conrsenf ple.avurahle ercitemnnt, 
with the lit of May.preparee for flight to the country, or goes into convei ient 
obscurity behind closed doors and tightly-drawn wii.dow shutters. She is a 
courageous woman among the leaders of the ton who dares keep open house 
after May ia ushered in, and a braver woman ia she who declares that she is 
ouite as comfortable in summer, in her luxuriously appointed New York city 
home, as she is at an over-crowded, fashionable watering-place, or in a meagerly 
supplied country hotel. The places that know the leaders of New York society 
in winter must not know them in summer. They “ must” bo away; or they 
must be “ supposed to be” away. It is not “ the thii g" to be in tho city 
after the dandelions begin to blossom, it matters not at what sacrifice of com­ 
fort or convenience; and so from that time nntil Octi h r nshers in lier golden 
reign the class alluded to, as far as citizenship iu our city goes, is virtually 
non c t —possibly to be found somewhere in Europe ; possibly at Newport, 
Saratoga, or the W hite Sulphur Springs in Virginia ; possibly in the White 
Mountains, or somewhere among the Cordilleras Range or the Uockv Moun­ 
tains; possibly in the back rooms ot Fifth Avenue or M urray Hill mansions, 
as quiet as a dormouse in winter. Ail that is really necessary toward 
the support of a fashionable pnsi ion in the cily is to be understood 
as one of the non-residents during 
the warm season. 
But this 
season is fearfully upsetting usual habits. As reckless of social observ­ 
ances as of the tender foliage that has ventured to enrobe the trees in the parks, 
winter still lingers in the laD of spring, and as late as the 12th of this month 
sent down upon our city a slight shower of snow. W hat next have we to expect 
of meteorological freakishness ? W ith the present experience we need hardly 
be surprised at a miracle Bimilar to that experienced in Rome many years ago 
(snow in August), a memorial of which appears in the splendid basilica of Santa 
Marie Maggiore. In consequence of the extraordinary weather our population 
is detained in the city ; while with the last note of the glorious mudcal festival 
quiet like a mantle settled over us, aDd we are waiting—only waiting. 
The genius of the wardrobe, however. Is not at rest." Designers and devisers 
are busy; the hum of the sewing machine is ceaseless through the honrs of the 
day in thousands of establishments, and thousands of active heads and dexter­ 
ous fingers are doing the bidding of Dame Fashion. One of the most remark­ 
able developments in the mode of the last few weekB appears in the use of red. 
In previous letters we hinted at the greater than usuil popularity of red in the 
head-dress. Red, in straw hats and bonnets, has succeeded tho red in plush 
and velvet of the winter—several distinct tones and shadeB of red in the hat 
accentnating the caprice of the moment. Red hats had appeared hut a few 
days before it became evident that they were the complement of red costumes— 
red being no longer appropriated only for the hou-.e dress. Red, in street cos­ 
tumes for young ladies, now rivals cadet-blue, as distinctive of the fancies of 
the season. It appears in every tone, from the rich velvety maroon to the most 
vivid hoe ; while the Turkey and geranium toneB of red, with their rich 
sovpcon of crimson, are in special request. 
The costumeB made of thtse 
colore are certainly very handsome ; and dictated by the mode, they 
hardly seem loud or striking 
on 
the streets. 
In 
the making 
up, as in suits of other colors, slight changes in styles ire creeping in. 
There seems to be on inclination to abandon the use of drapery on the skirts of 
dresses intended for the promenade, and there is lers dependence upon drapery 
for effect. Au illustrative model, made of the soft camel’s-hair fis-ne that is so 
admirable a counterfeit of India cashmere, in geranium red, has the skirt 
trimmed from the foot to the edge of the basque with a succession of knife- 
plaited flounces, five inches deep. The basque, ronrd and plain in front, has 
the back laid in donble box-plaits—the plaits fi rmed in the cnttirg of the inner 
side of the side bodies and the central shapes. The sleeves, demi long, are fin­ 
ished with plaiting and a bow of velvet ribbons of cardinal tone ; a reversed 
collar of velvet finishes the neck, and small bnllet-shaped velvet buttons close 
up the front. A Tyrolese hat, of the tone of the costume, is faced with cardinal- 
red velvet, with a finger-puff on the edge of the brim, and tho trimmiog is a 
moutnre of plumes, shading from cardinal, through geranium, to peony-red; 
and completing the toilet, for street wear, is a red-eatin parasol, a pair of 
leather-colored Swedish or undres-ed kid moeqnetaire, or “ Sarah B .rnhardt” 
gloves, of twelve button’s depth, worn in many wrinkles on the wrist. A second 
red costume of French camel’s-hair cloth, made with a succession of narrow 
knife-plaited flounces on the skirt, has the pointed barque with panniers, and 
narrow bonffcnt drapery on the hack sf the sk irt; and a third costume, of red 
French cashmere, has the sanguinary color toned down by black trimmings. 
The skirt i« surrounded by three fen-inch plaited flounces, garnished each with 
four rows of silk braid about half an inch wide. A deep apron, garnished with 
four row- of traid, is draped high in many upward f dds, and ever tha back is 
curtain drspary, garnished with braid, and arranged in many drooping 
loops. The waist is a round casa quin basqne, with m ilitary garnishing 
of braid and buttons on the front (the braid attached iu cross­ 
wise, or ladder strips), with corresponding finish on the collar, 
the back and the full length sleeves. W ith each suit there is a large hat to 
match—a full garland of field daisies going out with one of them, to supplant 
the feathers, for wear at a peaúde resort, and the parasol is red. The styles in 
which the costumes mentioned are seen appear also in costumes of other colors 
and of other materials. A very tasteful dress of black nun’s veiling, made up 
over black B ilk taffetas, has the Bkirt trimmed to the basqne line with 11 mnces, 
without the assistance of draperies; and pretty costumes of tinted sateen and 
percale have Darrow flouncing, in robe bordering, or bordered with a stripe from 
the foot to the edge of the barque, and bordering as a finish for the hi-que, the 
collar and the sleeves. Yet this does not prove that drapery is going out of 
vogue, but only a variety which has crept into the styles of dressmaking. 
Attractive costumes for croqnet, tennis, and other lawn games, are made of 
cateen and percale, in str -ng colors, and in pale fresh color-, with several wide 
6 unces, panniers, or other fashions of draperies, bordered wi h the sateen in 
designs of lawn games or Kate Greenaway fijares, aod drapery as skirt-finish 
is the choice of ladies of tall and slender figure—the costume, with the bal, in 
the toilet, reproducing admirably the Devonshire portrait by Gainsborough. 
For more dainty and ceremonious toilets, the sateens in blossom designs are in 
favor, and lace is abundantly employed as trimming ; and for the purposes 
understood, the cambric robe patterns of the early spring—certain of which 
gained Bpecial notice from Mr. Lubin—are in requisition. These goods, for the 
time, are in greater demand than the foulard si ks, though tho latter are 
destined to come in for their usual share of favor. Dressmaking goes on, 
despite the supposititious absence of the leaders in the mode, and whispers in 
advance rf making reach our ears. Foulard costumes will soon be imp rtant 
considerations, and grenadines will divide favor with the fashionable veilings. 
In our allusion to the gloves to be worn with a red costume mentioned, we 
gave a hint is regard to the f»“hioB in gloves. We seed scarcely repeat that the 
mou-quetaire or the “ Sarah Bernhardt" glove constitutes the finishing touch of 
every approved toilet, whether for outdoors or indoors use. And the deeper the 
glove is, and the greater number of wrinkles of which it is susceptible, the more 
certain its approval by the mode. From ten to twelve buttons’ depth is the 
average of gloves for street wear, with demi-long or elbow sleeves ; while gloves 
are shown almost as deep as the arm is long ; and connoisseurs in the fashion of 
the present wear these deep gloves, pressed down into Innumerable wrinkles on 
the arm. The monsquetslre glove, it will be understood, slips over the hand 
and arm, with a little slit at the wrist, and two or three buttons for closing more 
tightly around the w rist; though in some brands of the drawing-on gloves the 
slit and the buttons are omitted. Ecru, tan, cuir or leather-color, terra cotta, 
and the general line of medium neutrals, and black gloves, are worn on the 
street. The usual line of psle neutral tints, flesh-pink, Naples yellow and other 
of the delicate green tints, pale paper color and cream white, are selected in 
gloves for the evening toilet; while extremists in the mode wear psle tan-colored 
gloves for eveniog, and the undressed kid in preference to the drss ed kid gloves. 
Buttoned gloves, however, are not entirely eschewed. Many ladies prefur the 
neatly-fitting buttoned glove to that which draws on over the arm and ia worn 
in wrinkles ; snd as bracelets are regarded as a tine qua non, with hslf-aleeves 
and deep gloves, it must be admitted that they show to much better advantage 
when the glove 6te smoothly on the arm. The average glove is six button* deep, 
while the number of buttons, as the sleeve is longer or shorter, runs from six to 
twelve. W ith sleeves of fall length, gloves with four buttons are tolerated, and 
momquetaire gloves are worn over the sleeves. Lisle thread gloves, with plain 
or lace-wrought tops, are regarded with more favor for wear in lommsr than kid 
gloves; and knitted silk gloves come in as a variety of their kind. Lisle thread 
gloves are usually finished to draw on over the hand and arm, th- ugh some are 
furnished with buttons. Silk gloves arc open-worked or buttoned up. bne cu.- 
ora are the same as those of kid gloves.
